"North  of  the  Somme,  after  prepara- 
tory lighting  yesterday  and  last  night, 
our  troops  today  attacked  the  third  Oer- 
■nan  position,  extending  fronv  east  of 
Hardecourt  to  the  Somme  opp^lte  Bus- 
oourt  On  this  front  of  six  and  one- 
half  kilometres  our  Infantry,  with  mag- 
nlflcent  dash,  captured  all  the  trenches 
and  «trongly  fortified  works  to  a  depth 
of  from  100  to  1,000  metres.

"We  penetrated  the  village  of  Maure- 
t>as.  of  which  the  southern  part  and  the 
cemetery  are  In  our  possession.  We 
carried  our  new  lines  on  the  southern 
■iepea  of  Hill  109.  along  the  road  from 
Maurepaa  to  Clery,  and  on  to  the  saddle 
west  of  Clery. 

"The  number  of  unwounded  prisoners 
taken  by  us  and  counted  up  to  the 
present.  Is  1,000.  while  80  machine  guns 
were  captured. 

"A  Oerman  counter-attack  between 
Clery  and  Maurepaa  failed. 

"Boutl^  of  the  Somme  we  carried  out 
numerous  destructive  bombardments  on 
the  enemy  organUatlona  In  the  region 
of  Denlecourt. 

"On  the  Verdun  fr^nt  there  waa  an 
Intense  artillery  duel  In  the  region  of 
Fleury  ant)  Vaux-CHiapltre.  The  day 
waa  oomparatlvoly  calm  on  the  rest  of 
the  frant." 


The  text  of  th4  afternoon  announce- 
ment follows: 

"Noifth  of  the  Somme  our  treopa  mad« 
vse  of  the  night  to  organise  their  new 
front.  Our  reconnoitring  parties  pene- 
trated ths  wood  east  of  Hem  station, 
where  they  found  the  bodies  of  numer- 
ous Oermans. 

"Toward  0  o'clock  In  the  evening  the 
German  troops  attempted  to  make  a 
vigorous  counter-attack  on  the  quarry 
north  «<  the  Hem  wood  which  had  been 
eapturgd  by  us  yesterday.  Their  attack 
weakened  under  our  Are  and  cost  them 
considerable  losses. 

"South  of  the  Somme,  after  a  violent 
bombiirdment,  the  enemy  delivered  at- 
tacks against  La  Maisonette.  Our  cur- 
tain of  flre  caught  the  waves  of  men 
•ngaged  In  the  assault  and  forced  them 
hack  Into  their  trenches. 

"On  the  right  bank  of  the  Meuse 
(Verdun  Front)  we  advanced  during  the 
alght  In  the  region  south  of  the  Thlau- 


mont  work.  In  the  region  of  Fleury 
two  German  attacks  delivered  respec;- 
tlvely  about  •  o'clock  at  night  and  3 
o'clock  In  the  morning  against  our 
trenches  In  the  village  and  our  posl- 
repulsed.  The  artiilery  struggle  was 
very  active  in  the  sector  of  Vaux-Cha- 
pitre  and  Chenois." 

Belgteaa  Attaek  oa  Tser  Oaaal

IjONDON,  Aug.  12.— The  official  com- 
munication Issued  by  the  War  Office 
shortly  before  midgnight  follows: 

"Between  the  Ancre  and  the  Somme 
there  Is  no  change.  There  has  been 
Intermittent  shelling  on  the  whole 
front.  After  a  heavy  bombardment  of 
our  trenches  southeast  of  Ypres  this 
morning  the  enemy's  Infantry,  of  a 
newly  arrived  corps,  attempted  to  leave 
the  trenches  and  attack.  The  attempt 
was  defeated.  Everything  now  Is  re- 
ported aulet." 

The  text  of  the  earlier  statement  fol- 
lows: 

"The  enemy  renewed  his  efforts  to  re- 
capture trenches  we  had  wrested  from 
him  lately  on  the  high  ground  north  of 
Poslares.  north  of  the  Somme,  by  de- 
livering a  strong  infantry  attack  yes- 
terday evening,  supported  by  heavy  ar- 
tillery fire.  Thie  atUck  was  repulsed 
with  heavy  losses  and  nowhere  did  he 
succeed  In  piercing  our  positions."

BERLIN,  Aug.  IS.— The  following  of- 
ficial oommunloatlon  oonoomtog  opera- 
tions In  the  Western  theatre  follows: 

"Strong  British  forces  attacked  be- 
immm  '  Ttiiepval  ait<  tha  Kdnreftmt 
Wood  and  neer  aulllemont.  North  of 
Ovillers  and  near  Potlerea,  they  were 
repulsed  at  hand-to-hand  flgliting  ^nd 
by  counter  attacks.  North  of  Baaehtin- 
le-Petlt  and  near  Ouillemont,  their  at- 
tacks were  rendered  futile  by  our  ar- 
tillery. Infantry  and  machine-gun  flre. 

"Between  Maurepaa  and  the  Somme  a 
vigorous  French  attack  broke  down,  but 
some  of  the  French  troops  penetrated 
Into  a  small  wood  northeast  of  Hem. 
South  of  the  Somme  a  partial  enemy 
attack  near  Barleux  met  with  no  suc- 
cess. 

"On  the  right  bank  of  the  Mouse 
(Verdun)  during  the  night  of  the  10th. 
hand  grenade  attacks  north  and  west  of 
the  Thiaumont  work  and  also  a  strong 
infantry  attack  against  the  Thiaumont 
work  Itself  were  repulsed  with  severe 
enemy  losses.  South  of  Leintrey  (l,or- 
raine)a  Oerman  patrol  enterprise  was 
successful  and  some  prisoners  were 
Uken."

LONDON  Aug.  IS.— The  French  and 
Busaian  forces  have  gained  additional 
important  sucesses  over  the  armlea  of 
the  Central  Powers  In  Northern  France 
and  Oalicla  respectively. 

A  siMlalned  atack  over  a  front  of 
four  milea  by  the  Fmnch  against  the 
third  Oerman  line  north  of  the  Somme 
resulted  In  the  capture  of  all  the 
trenobea  to  a  depth  of  from  a  third  to 
twe-thlrda  of  a  mUe.  The  line  of  the 
victorious  French  advance  extenda  from 
Uardeeoart  to  the  Somme  river  at  Bua- 
oourt. 

Tha  village  of  Maurepaa,  which  haa 
been  the  centre  of  auch  aevere  fighting 
during  the  last  few  weeks,  waa  partly 
occuplad  by  tha  French  In  th«  aame 
•aaault  German  prisoners  to  the  num- 
ber of  1,000.  and  10  machine  guns  were 
taken. 

On  the  XIastem  tnnt  the  Auatro-Ger- 
mana  have  been  forced  to  give  ot-  the 
entire  Stripe  line  from  Tarnopol  to  Buc- 
aaoa,  which  they  had  held  aloce  last 
Winter.  The  capture  of  the  Strtpa  line 
by  the  Raaalana  followed  the  taking  of 
•everal  towns  in  the  region  of  TarnopoL

LONDON.  Aug.  la.— The  Austrian 
Foreign  Ofllce  has  issued  an  order  that 
all  Inhabitants  of  the  part  of  Russian 
Poland  occupied  by  Austro-Hungarian 
troops  must  be  regarded  as  subjects  of 
the  kingdom  of  Poland,  according  to 
Berlin  newspapera,  aays  a  Reuter  des- 
patch from  Amsterdam.  All  passports 
of  Inhabitants  of  these  districts  are  to 
be  marked  "Cltlsen  of  Poland"  and 
"Pole,"  and  no  longer  "Rusalan  sub- 
lect" 

The  conservative  Kreus  Zeltung,  which 
connects  the  visit  of  Imperial  Chan- 
cellor von-  Bethmann-Hollweg  and  For- 
elgi^  Minister  von  Jagow  to  Vienna  with 
the  settlement  of  the  PolAh  question, 
raises  a  warning  note  agalnat  such  pro- 
cedure, which.  It  says,  confronts  the 
German  nation  with  an  accomplished 
fact  la  one  of  the  moat  Important  and 
complicated  political  questions  of  the 
future  before  It  has  been  cleared  up  ex- 
haustively and  discussed. 

The  Kreux  Zettung  ardds:  "This  falls 
abort  of  the  promises  given  us." 

According  to  a  Reuter  deepatch  from 
Vienna,  the  Oerman  Chancellor,  Dr.  von 
Bethmaan-HoUweg,  and  the  German 
Foreign  Minister,  Herr  von  Jagow.  have 
returned  to  Germany.  The  oonferencea 
of  leadera  of  the  foretgn  policy  of  the 
two  powers,  which  laMed  two  daye.  the 
despatch  adds,  showed  coosplete  accord 
on  all  polnta.

On  opening  the  electoral  campaign 
in  the  Cowichan  constituency,  the 
committee  in  charge  of  Capt.  VV.

WITH  THE  BRITISH  ARMIES  IN 
THE  FIELD.  Aug.  10.  via  London,  Au- 
gust 12.— (By  Philip  Gibbs).— I  have 
already  given  some  evidence  to  show 
tl:at  the  Germans  suffered  severely 
during   the   battle   of   fHSfiM^.' '*' 

It  Is  always  difficult  to  estimate  the 
amount  of  punishment  Inflicted  upon  an 
adversary's  troops,  and  especially  in 
the  case  of  the  Germans,  who  go  to 
very  extraordinary  lengths  of  riuk  to 
remove  the  dead  from  a  battlefield  be- 
fore a  retreat  Again,  their  great  In- 
dustry In  trenchwork  and  dugouts 
makes  one  doubt  uometlmes  whether  all 
our  expenditure  of  ammunition  has  the 
great  effect  which  it  would  certainly 
have  if  the  Germans  did  not  get  down 
to  great  depths  below  ground. 
Testtmoay   of   Xiettera 

Some  facts  I  have  given  show  the 
Oerman  losses  have  reached  very  high 
tigures  during  the  recent  fighting,  and 
these  are  confirmed  by  Information 
given  In  captured  letters,  us  will  be 
seen  by  extracts  from  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  men  of  the  84th  Reserve 
Regiment  of  the  ath  Reserve  Corps: 

"The  84th  has  loat  ut  least  two-thirds 
of  its  strength,"  and,  "we  went  into 
the  trenches  with  180  men.  and  when  we 
came  out  there  were  only  3U.  The  bat- 
talion Is  ut   200  strong." 

The  diaries  of  men  belonging  to  the 
lK2nd  Regiment,  which  took  part  In  the 
fighting  In  Trones  wood,  tell  the  truth 
with  regard  to  their  own  sufferlnga 
"On  the  12th  of  July,"  writes  one  man, 
"wo  were  In  close  support  west  of 
Uuillemont  We  remained  there  until 
the  ITth,  under  a  terrible  artillery  flre. 
living  in  shell  holes.  Heavily  shelled 
(luring  and  after  relief,  we  were  with- 
drawn to  Mannancourt  and  Lleramont. 
where  we  received  our  first  reinforce- 
ments to  fill  up  the  gaps.  At  roll  call 
only   63   of  our  company   were  left" 

Another    man    writes: 

"On  the  8th  of  July  we  arrived  in  the 
Somme  region;  it  was  the  worst  tihie  I 
ever  had.  We  were  relieved  on  the 
12th.  but  went  Into  line  again  on  the 
13th,  and  were  still  there  on  the  15th. 
without  hope  of  relief.  We  were  right 
in  the  front  line.  We  are  suffering 
colossal   losses." 

rilaomsra  Talk 

Some  prisoners  captured  during  the 
last  month's  fighting  say  very  frankly 
that  their  losses  have  been  phenomenal. 
An  officer  of  the  KZnd  Regiment  eays 
his  company  lost  84  men  In  four  daya 
A  prisoner  of  the  18(th  Regiment  says 
his  division  had  severe  losses  north  of 
the  Somme.  The  6  th  Company,  he  says. 
CMme  out  of  battle  with  less  than  half 
a  hundred  men.  and  the  Sth  Company 
had  only  three  men  left  Two  bat- 
talions of  the  122nd  Reeerve  Regiment 
came  back  from  the  fighftlng  70  and 
30  strong,  and  the  colonel  of  the  184th 
Regiment  admitted  that  the  casualties 
of    his    regiment   amounted    ot    1,800. , , 

These  were  mere  Indications  of  the 
German  casualties.  Personally,  from  all 
tOQUirles  I  have  made  and  from  all  I 
have  seen.  I  find  It  Impossible  to  give 
even  a  rough  guess  of  the  losses  suf- 
fered by  the  Germans  during  the  last 
fcrty  days.  The  opinions  of  the  British 
righting  men  on  this  subject  vary  ia 
ail  extraordinary  way.  according  te  tlie 
locality  In  wiMch  they  have  been  and 
their  knowledge  of  the  German  power 
of  resistance.  There  Is  a  tendency,  too. 
to  regard  the  German  aa  a  man  who  le 
able  to  dodge  death  in  hia  fameua 
dugouts  until  the  British  infantry  take 
his  trenches.  His  dugouts  are  good  and 
dt^c^  bat  he  cannot  live  there  alwaya 
In  his  coTfimunlcatloa  trenclMe  a»d  along 
his  reada,  and  above  all.  when  ht  is 
aAit  upon  a  counter -attack,  he  Is  rattght 
by  the  Brttlah  flre  end  eeffera  hor- 
rtMjr.

enemy  erected  last  Winter  from  the 
Pripet  River  to  the  Roumanian  frontier. 

"Today,  yielding  to  the  determined 
efforts  during  the  last  seven  weeks  by 
the  gallant  troops  under  Generals  Cher- 
bachev  and  Sakharolf,  under  the  leader- 
•hip  of  General  Brusslloff,  the  vlllag— 
of  Glladkl,  Voroblevsk,  Cebrotf,  Csona 
and  Pokroplvna,  all  strongly  forttfled. 
fell  into  our  hands.  Further,  KostlofC 
(southwest  of  Tarnopol)  well  protected 
by  the  Buiicanow  fbrest.  and  the  whole 
line  of  the  river  Strli>a  met  the  same 
fate. 

"Thus  the  whole  region  of  the  main 
enemy  Winter  positions  before  Tarnopol 
and  Bucsaci,  pressed  by  us  on  both 
flanks,  fell  Into  our  possession. 

Xietehltuky'e  Fmrther  Advahee  . 

"The  gallant  troops  under  General 
Letchltsky  captured  Nadworna  (south 
of  Stanlslau)  and  the  village  of  Fltkov. 
and  thence  crossed  the  river  Bystrltxa 
at  Solotvlna." 

The  text  of  the  morning  statement 
follows: 

"In  the  region  of  the  middle  Sereth 
our  troops,  pursuing  the  enemy  as  lie 
retreats  from  his  fortified  positions, 
continue  to  advance  on  Jeilertuu    . 


"In  the  vicinity  of  Buciacs.  te  tha 
north  of  that  town,  our  troops  ere  eoo« 
tinulng  their  advance. 

"Russian  troops  have  crossed  the 
river  Koroploe  at  some  places  by  th« 
middle  stream  and  captured  the  villageg 
of  Slobumkagurna  and  Folvarkl.

mulalaa  Vrndamaced 


"In  the  region  of  Stanlslau  or  troop* 
continue  to  cross  the  rivers  Bystrltia«; 
Nadvomaskol  and  Bystrltsa-8Chlotvlna,| 
to  the  south.  Before  exacuatlng  Stan*; 
lalau  the  enemy  blew  up  railroad  Juno-j 
tlons  and  swtclhes.  Otherwise  the  town! 
waa  quite  undamaged  and  In  perfeoi 
order.  ^, 

"On  the  Caucasian  front,  west  ot 
Glumlachan.  the  Turks  several  times 
resumed  the  offensive,  being  repelled  on 
each  occasion  by  our  flre.  Cartrtdgee 
with  filed  points  were  found  In  posses- 
sion of  captured  askarls.  According  to 
their  statements,  the  commander  of 
their  regiment  Issued  an  order  aix  weell 
ago  that  every  askari  waa  to  prepdr«i 
100  such  cartridges.  For  this  purpoe*| 
special  files  were  distributed.  '

LO.VDON.  Aug.  12— "Personally. .  I 
cannot  see  any  way  by  which  we  can 
forego  our  undoubted  right  to  prevent 
our  subjects  from  providing  resources 
of  trade  to  our  enemies."  said  Lord 
Robert  Cecil,  MinlsVr  of  War  Trade,  in 
discussing  with  American  newspaper 
correspondents  the  latest  developments 
In  Great  Britain's  economic  warfare. 
"There  Is  not  likely  to  be  any  change 
in  the  policy  of  the  Allies  as  a  result 
of  neutral  protests." 

Ijord  Robert  confirmed  reports  pub- 
lished In  flnsncWl  circles  that  outstand. 
ing  contracts  of  British  Insurance  com- 
panies with  firms  on  the  British  black- 
list win  not  be  Interfered  with  by  the 
Govern  ipent 

Discussing  relations  with  Sweden,  the 
Wsr  Trade  Minister  called  sitentlon  to 
the  exchange  of  notes  between  Greet 
BrlUln  and  Sweden,  which  correspond, 
ence  Is  ready  to  be  laid  on  tho  table 
of  the  House  of  Commons.  He  polnUd 
cut  that  oa«  note  dispatched  by  the 
Foreign  Ofllce  to  the  Swedish  Govern- 
ment cUlmcd  that  both  the  Swedish 
Government  and  the  German  Govern- 
ment admitted  that  The  Hague  conven- 
tion of  1>07  concerning  mall  rights  was 
Inoperative  In  the  present  war  (Mcauae 
it  had  not  been  ratified  by  all  the  na- 
tiona  attending  the  confereoce.

of  the  agreemeat  which  eveeldee  that 
the  OevemaMit  haa  a  right  te  detala 
any  troat  enoelgnmetrf  aatll  doubt  as  te 
Its  deetiaatloB  ba%  been  saiisfactorUy 
eaplaiaed." 


LO.VDO.N,  Aug.  12.— The  Times  pub- 
lished an  article  giving  the  Impressions 
of  a  traveller  who  recently  Journeyed 
from  Berlin  to  Constantinople  on  the 
Balkan  Express.     The  visitor  aays: 

"The  train  was  still  lying  In  the  rail- 
way yards  at  Berlin  a  month  after  the 
advertised  time  for  Its  flrat  Journey. 
The  delay  was  due  to  the  ravages  to 
the  permanent  way  wrought  by  the  Ser- 
bians before  they  left  their  country. 
Nearly  all  the  bridges  were  entirely  or 
partially  destroyed." 

Describing  the  trip  through  Bulgaria, 
the    writer   saya: 

"One  sees  line  after  line  of  railway 
carriages,  all  with  their  windows  white- 
washed. The  Germans  and  Bulgarians 
btate  openly  the  reason  for  this  decor- 
ative work.  When  thlnga  were  hanging 
In  the  balance  for  Bulgaria  and  she 
was  not  sure  which  way  she  would 
throw  her  weight,  the  windows  were  all 
painted  over.  It  was  not  to  prevent  the 
people  outside  from  seeing  Into  the  car- 
riages, but  to  make  It  Impossible  for 
the  men  In  the  trains  to  see  which  way 
they  were  going.  Not  a  Bulgarian  sol- 
dier kAew  until  some  time  after  he  liad 
been  dispatched  whither  he  had  been 
sent  aad  where  he  waa  supposed  to  be 
fighting. 

^'AlOtag  the  whole  line  from  Berlin 
to ;  Constantinople,  and  even  down  In 
Syria,  there  are  thousands  of  Belgian 
ralilway  cara  These  are  easily  recog- 
nised, for  they  still  have  the  Belgian 
marks'  on  them.  To  these  the  Imperial 
cipher  and  eagle  have  been  added. 

"At  Adriananopie  there  were  signs  of 
great  activity.  Thence  all  the  troopa 
were  evidently  moving  eestward.  That 
is  a  aignllleant  fact.  Tl>ere  haa  been ' 
a  great  deal  written  about  the  move- 
ment of  Turkish  troops  into  Austria, 
snd  even  to  Germany  and  to  the  western 
front  All  this  Is  quite  ridlculoua  The 
Turks  could  not  move  any  troepe  to 
the  west  for  the  following  reaaena, 
among  otiiers: 

"First  and  chief,  the  Turks  cannot 
spare  troops  from  the  defence  of  their 
own  territory.  Secondly,  transport  and 
commissary,  to  say  nothing  of  medical 
sloree  and  eqnipment.  are  lacking. 

"There  are  Oermaaa  every  wtiere  in 
CoBstaatlaople.  There  are  Oermaa  eol- 
diera  and  Oermaa  aallora.  The  latter 
are  from  the  Goebea  aad  the  Brcslau. 
which  now  are  lying  vp  Inside  the  besln 
of  the  Bosphoma. 

"It  is  svldent  that  the  former  haa 
flalahed  tier  career.  Her  atera  ia  all 
built  up  with  laeenry  and  concrete,  aad 
this  has  ehakea  loeae.  far  the  optlmis- 
tie  Tarke  took  her  out  to  eaa  and  the 
vlhratlaa  played  havoc  with  the  mortar. 
The  repair  loeka  like  the  atopplag  of 
a  gtgantK  tooth,  dene  very  badly  and 
tbaa  kaaeked  laeae  a«ala.

Turkey,  In  a  nolo  refuvlnc 
to  permit  a  neutral  commUalon  to 
undertake  to  feed  and  clothe  the  war 
auSerera  In  Syria,  apparently  haa  en- 
deavored to  foreauil  any  further 
humaniUrian   work  in   that  quarter. 


The  Britlah  government,  belns  fully 
Aware  of  the  criminal  manner  In  which 
the  Germane  and  Auatrlana  have 
atrlpped  bare  the  terrltorlea  occupied 
by  them.  Informed  the  United  Statea 
that  auppllea  might  be  aent  into  Poland 
and  .other  areaa  occupied  by  forcea  of 
the  central  powera  and  diatributed  by 
a  neutral  commlaalon  only  If  Germany 
and  Auatrla  would  pledge  themaclvea — 
and  actually  carry  out  the  pledge — not 
to  aeiae  any  more  of  the  cropa  and 
meat  antmala  grown  In  thoae  areaa 
Germany  refuard  to  filve  euch  a  pledge 
and  Britain  waa  obliged  to  decline  to 
allow  auppllea  to  tie  aent  in,  aa  that 
jvculd  only  be  atrenathenlng  the  power 
of  realatance  of  the  enemy  by  helping 
to  feed  hia  armlea. 

People  In  Syria,  particularly  Syrian 
Chriatlana.  are  dying  of  aUrvatlon  by 
the  thouaand,  but  the  Turkish  govern- 
ment haa  infornmed  the  United  Statea 
that  "relief  meaaurea  will  bo  unnecea- 
aary  after  the  approaching  harveat,  as 
the  cropa  In  Syria  are  better  than  elae- 
where  In  Turklah  territory."

EXCITES  ITALT 


Taking  of  Austrian  Positions 
on  Isonzo  Front  Is  Great 
Triunfiph  for  Staff  and  Troops 
— Enemy  Driven  Further.. 


^  ROME}.  Aug.  IS. — The  newspapers 
here  expreea  the  greatest  satisfaction 
at  the  reaulta  so  far  of  the  great  new 
drive  against  the  Austriiyis  on  the 
laonso  front.  The  military  critics  point 
to  the  perfection  of  detail  of*the  opera- 
tions, drawing  the  conclusion  that  In 
thla  campaign  the  general  staff  has 
done  the  flneat  work  to  its  credit  since 
Italy  entered  the  war.  All  are  con- 
vinced that  the  auceeases  achieved  to 
date  are  but  the  beginning  of  the  re- 
aulta for  which  auch  thorough  prepara- 
tion  haa  been  made. 

The  town  of  Oppacchtasella,  on  the 
Carao  plateau,  the  capture  of  which  was 
announced  today  by  the  War  Ofllce,  la 
about  one  mile  aaat  of  the  Vallona  line, 
which  the  Auatrlana  were  reported  by 
the  War  OSioo  yeaterday  to  have  Uken 
up  after  the  capture  of  the  Doberdo 
plateau  by  tbe  Italian  forcea.  Thla  In- 
dlcatea  that  the  lulian  troopa  have 
aucceeded  In  pifahing  back  the  Austrians 
a  aubatantial  distance  farther  after 
clearing  the  Poberdo  plateau.  Oppac- 
chlaaella  la  alx  miles  west  of  Gorisia.

LONDON,  Aug.  12.— A  dispatch  to  The 
Daily  Chronicle  from  Milan  aaya  that 
the  army  that  aucceeda  in  battering 
down  the  defencea  of  tbe  laonso  will  be 
Juatly  able  to  boaat  Itaelf  the  first  army 
in  the  world.  This  Judgment,  attributed 
to  the  late  L«rd  Kitchener  during  his 
vlalt  to  the  Italian  front,  la  cited  with 
proud  satisfaction  in  tbe  Italian  preaa 
today. 

Accounts  of  the  battle  atill  are  niter- 
ing  through,  neceasarlly  of  a  fragment- 
ary nature,  but  aufflcient  to  reveal  what 
a  glowing  chapter  will  be  contributed  to 
the  hlatory  of  the  great  war  when  the 
Btory  of  the  fall  of  Ooriala  can  be  fu/Iy 
told.  Its  outsUnding  feature  on  the 
Auatrlan  aide  would  seem  to  be  a  stub- 
born struggle  kept  uP  till  the  laat  from 
hundreds  of  caverns,  wherein  vast  sub- 
terranean paaaagea  had  been  excavated, 
aervlng  at  onoe  aa  haga  munltlona  de- 
pota  and  aa  hiding  places  for  thouaanda 
of  men. 

Prom  one  of  theae  great  grottoa  on 
tbe  Podgora  Helghta  tOO  Hungariana 
with  hand  bomba  and  machine  guna 
maintained  a  atlff,  untiring  light 
throughout  a  whole  day  add  night,  and 
until  noon  on  the  next  Bay.  Kvca  then 
they  raolated  paaaively  for  aeveral 
boura  more  antll  they  were  at  the 
point  of  auffocatlon  from  big  atraw 
Area  which  had  been  lighted  by  the 
Italian  troops  at  the  entrance  to  the 
caves.

CRESTO.V.  B.C.,  Aug.  12.— The  Pre-, 
mler'a  i>arty  today  came  down  into  the 
Canaan  of  Creaton  Valley,  and  the  val- 
ley aaw  a  Provincial  Prime  Mlnlater  for 
the  flrat  time  In  Ita  fourteen  yeara 
career.  The  couple  of  thouaand  aettlera 
occupying  the  60,000  acres  of  Creaton 
valley  are  convinced  that  they  live  In  a 
veritable  land  of  milk  and  honey.  In 
the  upper  slopes  they  last  year  grew 
100,000  worth  of  fruits,  large  and 
amall.  They  will  thla  Summer  reap  a 
crop  larger   than  that. 

Thia  evening's  gathering  here  waa  one 
of  the  beat  of  the  61  the  Premier  haa 
attended  since  leaving  Vancouver  the 
flrat  time.  A  apecial  train  came  up 
from  Sirdar  to  bring  out  supportera 
here,  and  the  atreets  were  lined  with 
conveyances  from  out  of  town  polnta. 

A  band  was  playint  as  the  party  went 
from  the  hotel  to  the  hall.  Mr.  R.  J. 
Long,  the  local  Conservative  rancher 
candidate,  and  Mr.  John  Keen,  of  Kaalo, 
the  hardy  annual  who  haa  been  running 
for 'the  Provincial  House  for  \many 
years,  both  addressed  the  gatherings  and 
both  were  given  a  good  hearing.

The  Colquitz  Hall,  Burnside  Road,  was 
the  scene  last  evening  of  the  opening 
meeting  of  the  campaign  In  the  Saanlch 
constituency  in  'connection  with  the 
forthcoming  Provincial  election.  The 
gathering,  which  was  made  up  of  be- 
tween fifty  and  sixty  ladies  and  gentle- 
men, was  addressed  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Pau- 
line, the  Liberal  candidate,  Mr.  F.  J. 
Stacpoole,  K.C..  and  Mr.  A.  B.  McNeill, 
of  Victoria,  and  Mesdames  Christie  and 
McLaughlin,  the  later  advancing  argu- 
ments in  favor  of  the  granting  of  wo- 
man's suffrage.  Mr.  McNeill  devoted 
most  of  his  attention  to  the  urgency 
of  the  Introduction  of  prohibition  while 
the  party's  standard  bearer  and  Mr. 
Stacpoole  dealt  with  the  political  issues. 

Mr.  Pauline  said  he  favored  woman's 
suffrage  and  had  always  done  so.  He 
also  believed  in  prohibition  and  would 
give  it  his  support  Generally  he  was 
behind  the  Liberal  policies  but  he  tiad 
some  ideas  of  his  own.  One  was  the 
prudent  use  and  development  of  the  Pro- 
vincial resourcea  Another  was  aid  to 
agriculture  and  its  industries.  The  iron 
deposits  of  the  Island  should  be  nur- 
tured. A  steel  shipbuilding  Industry 
ought  to  be  promoted,  a  tonnage  sub- 
sidy being  granted  to  help  the  Industry 
along.  He  advocated  the  early  comple- 
tion of  the  C.N.P.R.  on  Vancouver 
Island.  All-rail  connection  with  fl>e 
Mainland  waa  another  plank  in  his  plat- 
form as  it  would  increase  the  popula- 
tion In  ten  years  to  the  point  It  would 
take  100  years  to  reach  without  it.  He 
was  a  supporter  of  the  public  ownership 
of  public  utilities.  Among  the  latter  he 
mentioned  particularly  the  water  rights. 
Much  had  been  spent  in  locating  British 
Columbia's  water  rights  but  nothing  was 
In  the  statutes  conserving  those  Inter- 
est* to  coming  generations.  He  would 
work  for  an  extension  of  technical  edu- 
cation, the  abolition  of  the  patronage 
system,  a  non-partisan  civil  service,  and 
the  issuance  of  a  quarterly  bulletin  of 
the  receipts  and  enpenditures  of  the  Pro- 
vince. He  also  wanted  a  careful  re- 
vision of  the  Electoral  Act  to  Include 
woman's  suftrage.

Hayward's  address  in  your  hands  we 
would  direct  your  attention  to  the 
resolution  vhlch  was  unanimously 
adopted  at  a  general  meeting  of  the 
Cowichan  Conservative  AssoclfLtlon  on 
June   24,    1918. 

The  resolution  was  as  follows: 
"The  Conservatives  of  Cowichan 
electoral  district,  not  being  in  accord 
with  some  of  the  enactments '  of  the 
present  Government,  endorse  the  ac- 
tion of  their  executive  in  deciding  that 
Capt  W.  H.  Hayward  should  contest 
the  coming  election  as  an  independent 
Conservative,  and  pledge  themselves 
to  use  their  best  efforts  to  secure  his 
re-election. 

"The  Conservatives  of  the  district 
regret  the  introduction  by  the  Provin- 
cial Government  at  its  last  session  of 
controversial  legislation  for  which  they 
consider  there  was  no  immediate  ne- 
cessity, and  especially  disapprove  of

advanced.  Spencer,  Tyndal,  and  other 
pbllosophera  of  the  mld-Vlotorlan 
period  came  forward  with  theories  more 
or  less^  antagonistic  to  the  generally  re<- 
celvad  dectrfnea  of  the  theologtana,  and 
the  Mbult  waa  An  unsettling  of  people's 
minds.  Meanwhile,  geology  and  as- 
trbnomy  were  making  rapid  progress,  and 
they  were  demonstrating  facts  that 
could  not  be  reconciled  with  the  account 
of  oreAtlon  given  in  the  Book  of  Gen- 
esis, ^mediately,  very  many  people 
rushed  to  the  conclusion  that  the  whole 
foundation  had  been  cut  from  under  re- 
ligion, whereas  the  ntraost  that  could 
b*  olalmatf^^was'  tha^  doubt  had  been 
cast  '<|>on  4  system  of  theology,  and  it 
H  hiiridly  necessary  to  say  Ihat  systems 
of  theology  are  not  religion. 

While  thert  Ufa  certain  ether ,  mat- 
ters In  the  Bible  to  which  exception  la 
token  as  Impossible,  such  as  for  ex- 
ample the  obedience  of  the  Bun  and 
Moon  to  (be  command  of  Joshua  and 
th«  swallowing  of  Jonah  by  a  great 
XUh,  orfttoism  is  directed  chiefly  to  the 
first'  eleven  chapters  of  Oenesls,  and 
espeq^ally  to  the  first  chapter.  The 
first  ebapter  profeases  to  give  an  ac- 
count of  creation;  the  second  and  third 
treat  of  life  In  the  Garden  of  Kden  and 
th6  'fall  of  man;  the  next  seven  bring 
the|  f rlynientary  story  of  the  earth  down 
to  the  passing  away  of  the  Flood.  These 
eleveiv  chapters,  cover  either  1807  or 
»•!  years,  according  to  whatever  sys- 
tem of  chronology  we  accept,  but  It  Is 
talf  to  aay  thiit  modern  theologians 
freely  admit  that  all  the  systems  are 
little  fOore  than  guesses.  But  taking 
the-  italniraum  number  of  years  suggest- 
ed, namely,  1807,  no  one  can  seriously 
contend  that  the  history  of  the  aarth 
and  mankind  for  that  period  can  be  con- 
tained In  those  eleven  chapters.  To 
holf  th|»t  the  truth  of  religion  shall  be 
dttermincd  by  conformity  between  these 
eleven  Chapters  and  the  discoveries  of 
•clenoa  Is  aa  «bsurd  as  to  hold  that  the 
accuracy  of  acientlflc  discoveries  ought 
to  be  determined  by  tha  manner  in 
which  they  conform  to  these  chapters. 
But  there  are  certain  poinu  In  which 
tbeao  chapters  and  the  discoveries  of 
■clMiea  arc  In  harmony.  Both  assert 
that  the  vlalble  universe  originated  in  a 
formless  void:  both  allege  that  the  world 
as  ws  hav«  ft  t«day  Is  tha  outcome  of 
ceruin  stage*  of  progress:  both  agree 
In  saying  that  t1|are  was  a  period  In 
the  history  of  MM  world  when  the  con- 
dltfons  of  Ufa  w.sre  much  more  favor- 
able than  they  have  bean  since:  both 
•i-'gg«Bt  a  wide  distinction  betwean  the 
branchas  of  the  human  race  at  a  vary 
early  period;  both  Uke  the  position 
tiMtt.  man  appeared  during  the  laat 
aUgea  of  progress;  both  speak  of  what 
may  ba.  described  aa  a  Flood.  There  Is 
n6  conflict  here,  but  only  harmony. 
Bdence  does  not  profess  to  have  spoken 
the  laat  word  about  the  formation  and 
evolution  of  (the  earth  and  Its  Inhabit- 
ants. The  Bible  nowhere  puts  forth  a 
clahn  that  It  Is  scientifically  accurate 
about  these  thing*.  That  idea  la  af 
comparatively  recent  arlgln.

Wa  Uvo 
our  physical  lives  surrounded  with  un- 
fathomable mystorlca  WHy  should  we 
ask  for  demonstration  of  the  why  and 
wherefore  of  those  things  that  pertain 
to  our  aplrltual  welfare?  The  teat  of 
what  is  right  In  both  cases  Is  tha  re> 
sulta  We  cannot  hope  to  have  to  guide 
ua  the  full  sunshine  of  eternal  omni- 
science.  It  would  blind  ua  If  It  abona 
upon  ua.  But  we  can  have  what  New* 
roan  has  called  "a  kindly  light"  It  will 
show  us  one  step  at  a  time,  and  If  we 
follow  it  we  will  be  led  to  inyslan 
KIclds. 


Capt  W.  H.  Hayward,  who  haa  repre- 
sented Cowlchan  In  the  Local  Legisla- 
ture for  nine  years,  and  to  now  serving, 
his  Country  and  the  Empire  at  the 
Front,  has  placed  himself  at  the  die- 
poaal  of  the  eonstituoney  for  a  fuAher 
term.  His  Klectlon  Committee  finds  that 
under  existing  drcumstancea  It  will 
best  consult  the  wishes  of  a  Urge  ma- 
jority of  the  electors  by  nominating 
hlRi  as  an  Independent  candidate.  As 
thia  Is  entirely  within  Its  competency, 
and  evidently  in  line  with  the  wishes  of 
Capt.  Hayward,  It  Is  hardly  nscessary  to 
canvass  the  reasona  which  led  to  the 
decision  beyond  pointing  out  that  one 
passage  In  the  candldate'a  letter  fur- 
nishes a  cliie  to  the  decision,  that  in 
which  he  says  "While  I  am  here  ai  the 


P?oht  It  is  my  duty  to  refrain  from  dla- 
cusslng  controversial  political  aues- 
tlona."  The  incongruity  has  been  felt  by 
many  besides  Capt.  Hayward.  and  In  the 
case  of  one  who  has  aii^  a  splendid 
record  of  service  to  the  eonstltaency  be- 
hind him  It  Is  hardly  necessary  to  ap- 
peal to  the  electors  on  any  other 
ground.  Cowichan  Is  an  agricultural 
district,  probably  the  most  Important  In 
the  Provlnca  Its  wants  are  special  and 
unique.  Those  wanto  have  been  thor- 
oughly understood  by  the  Independent 
candidate  who  has  distinguished  him- 
self both  In  the  Houpe  and  on  the  plat- 
form by  a  strenuous  advocacy  of  the 
things  that  mattered  most  to  Cowlchan. 
In  doing  thIa  he  evinced  such  a  mastery 
of  the  subject  that  he  became  the  logi- 
cal choice  as  a  member  of  the 
AgrtoQltural  Commission.  How  he  dis- 
charged the  exacting  duties  of  that 
onerous  position  with  honor  to  himself 
and  credit  to  the  Government  la  a  mat- 
ter of  history.  The  report  Is  one  of  the 
most  comprehensive,  reliable  and  infor- 
mative ever  Issued  by  a  Royal  Commis- 
sion. It  has  already  become  a  classic 
on  the  subjects  on  which  It  treats,  and 
an  Invaluable  "vade  mecum"  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  agricultural  Industry 
throughout  the  world.  But.  as  Is  well 
known.  Capt.  Hayward'a  activities  did 
not  end  with  the  work  of  the  Commis- 
sion. The  report  embodied  some  dras- 
tic and  Invaluable  recommendations,  and 
he  made  it  hla  business  to  see  that 
these  were  not  relegated  to  the  shelves 
of  the  Provlnotol  Library.  In  season 
and  out  of  season  he  urged  on  the  Gov- 
ernment their  acceptance,  and  the  adop- 
tion of  a  legislative  policy  which  would 
embody  them.  He  met  with  many  diffi- 
culties but  his  determination  won  out 
and  In  the  dying  houra  of  the  Session 
1914-lS  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  see- 
ing the  machinery  put  in  motion  which 
would  give  effect  to  the  most  Important 
recommendations  of  the  Report  of  the 
Commlaalon.  The  Agricultural  Credit* 
Act  Is  not  only  on  the  statute  books 
but  In  actual  operation.  One  million 
dollars  have  been  placed  at  the  disposal 
of '  the  new  Commission  formed  under 
the  Act  and  the  disposition  of  a  large 
portion  of  this  amount  Is  already  un- 
i?er  way. 

No  one  familiar  with  the  circum- 
sUnces  will  deny  to  Capt.  Hayward  ai 
very  Urge  meaaure  of  the  credit  for 
this  Important  achievement  Another  of 
the  most  urgent  recommendations  of 
Capt.  Hay  ward's  Commission  has  be«n 
carried  out  In  the  creation  of  a  Port- 
folio of  Atrlculture  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  MmlsUr.  Capt  Hayward  has 
not  yet  Hni^hed  his  work.  Thera  are 
other  Important  matters  which  he  haa 
urged  and  which  can  be  materially  as- 
sisted to  a  successful  Issue  by  his  ad- 
vk>«  and  energetic  help.  These  are  mat- 
ters of  special  Importance  to  an  agri- 
cultural community  auch  aa  co-opera- 
tive productioa  and  marketing  and  the 
completion  of  transportation  facilities. 
Apart  from  other  considerations  which 
need  not  be  speolfled,  bwt  which  will 
occur  to  everyone.  It  Is  surely  a  rea- 
sonatile  plea  to  urgs  that  Capt.  fhy- 
ward  be  allowed  to  "flnlsh  hU  work."

The  taking  of  Staalalau  stands  on 
somewhat  of  a  dUferuit  footing.  Tbto 
town  fell  alaoat  aa  scan  as  It  waa  mca- 
aoed.  and  Ito  occupation  waa  only  a 
phaae  In  a  trlumirtiaat  progress  which 
the  itussUns  have  been  making  fOr  two 
BMntha.  The  dispatches  say  that  the 
Kusstoa  cavalry  ara  tuuraaelng  the  re- 
creating foe  and  preventing  them  from 
organising  new  positions.  This  m—mm 
very  probable,  for  we  do  not  suppose 
the  Austro-Oermana  have  token  the  pre- 
caution to  estobHsh  a  new  line  of  de- 
fences very  near  StanlsUu.  It  is  said 
that  the  Rossians  may  be  expected  at 
any  day  to  occupy  Hallcs,  which  la  the 
only  obstacle  in  the  way  of  aa  advance 
on  Lemberg.  A  proctomatlon  haa  been 
toened  In  the  last  named  city  declaring 
that  If  the  Austrlans  have  to  evacuate 
It  they  will  shorUy  return.  This  is 
token  to  mean  that  a  retirement  from 
Lemberg  Is  to  be  expected.  We  gather 
from  the  dtopatobea  that  there  to  an 
Austrian  force  resting  on  Tarnopol  aa  a 
baae.  Tarnopol  la  aome  dtotance  to  the 
east  of  Hallcs,  and  If  the  latter  city 
falls  Into  the  handa  of  the  Rboatons.  It 
Is  difficult  to  see  how\hto  army  can  ex- 
tricate Itself.  So  far  the  assignment  of 
anpreme  command  oa  the  eastern  front 
to  von  Hlndenburg  does  not  seem  to 
have  helped  the  Teutonic  situation.  He 
has  since  'oeen  relieved  of  the  command 
of  the  Austrtons,  and  it  is  possible  that 
there  may  not  be  that  degree  of  co- 
operation between  the  two  armies  that

What  may  prove  a  vigoroua  offensive 
has  been  initiated  from  Salonica.  Vig- 
orous fighting  is  going  on  close  to  the 
Greek  frontier,  and  we  regard  it  as  very 
probable  that  in  a  abort  time  the  Serbs 
will  be  again  upon  their  own  soil.  The 
situation  In  the  Balkans  Is  very  inter- 
eating,  and  when  It  Is  compared  with' 
v'hat  It  was  last  Fall  when  the  Teutons 
and  the  Bulgers  were  sweeping  every- 
thing before  them,  the  change  Is  very 
noteworthy.

Jonea  and  Fraacr  In  a  position  to 
deal,  unhampered,  with  this  problem 
win  be  as  gratifying  to  the  public  as 
it  win  be  advantageous  in  every  way 
to  those  whose  clalma  on  their  country 
are  paramount.

We  obaerve  that  the  ;L>lbera1s  have 
put  forward  a  new  platform  and  that 
one  of  the  ptonka  in  it  la,  "Direct  Legla- 
latlon."  What  doea  this  meant  Id 
what  i>art  of  the  world  la  there  direct 
legislation  and  who  knows  anything 
about  ito  operation?  In  the  last  thir- 
teen yeara  nearly  800  public  Acts  were 
passed  by  the  Legislature  and  became 
law.  If  we  had  had  direct  legislation 
how  many  of  (tiese  would  the  Legisla- 
ture been  In  a  position  to  pass?  Be- 
fore the  people  are  asked  to  pronounce 
In  favor  of  something,  they  ought  to  be 
told  what  it  Is.  We  venture  the  asser- 
tion that  not  a  man  In  the  Liberal  ranka 
can  tell  us  what  direct  legislation 
meana.  If  any  of  them  can  we  shall  be 
glad  to  print  his  definition. 

A  lot  of  new-fangled  Ideas  are 
labelled  with  attractive  names.  For  ex- 
ample, there  is  the  Recall.  How  many 
people  know  Just  what  the  Recall 
meana? '  Not  very  many  In  Brttlah  Col- 
umbto.  We  venture  to  say.  Moreover,  It 
doea  not  mean  Just  the  same  thing  In 
any  two  stotes.  They  have  one  brand 
of  It  In  the  State  of  Washington,  and 
shortly  after  women  were  given  the 
right  to  vote  they  proceeded  to  experi- 
ment by  taking  a  vote  on  the  Recall  of 
Mayor  Gill,  of  Seattle.  He  was  recalled 
by  a  great  majority  aad  remained  out 
of  office  to  the  end  of  what  would  have 
been  his  term.  Then  he  was  re-elected, 
and  very  torgely  by  the  very  people  who 
recalled  him.  Now  he  alts  firmly  In  the 
saddle.  There  Is  something  like  anarchy 
In  the  Sound  city  because  of  the  long- 
shoremen's strike.  A  meetinf  of  the 
principal  business  men  of  the  city  was 
held  to  force  Mayor  Gill  to  take  action 
to  protect  the  citlxens.  He  attended 
and  flatly  told  the  meeting  that  he 
would  pay  no  attention  to  it.  He  defied 
them  to  do  anything  with  him.  Small 
wonder  that  a  mayor  who  was  recalled 
and  then  re-elected  ehould  snap  hto 
llngera  la  the  face  of  the  public.  We 
are  by  no  meaas  averae  to  reforms,  but 
we  prefer  them  to  be  along  British  lines 
aad  not  after  the  fashion  of  American 
experiments. 


If  there  is  one  subject  en  which  pub- 
lic opinlea  to  abaolutoly  unanlmoua  it 
la  that  nothing  to  toe  good  for  our  re- 
turned aeldlera.  Thto  opinion  haa  al- 
reedy  been  crystollaed  In  many  forma.

The  threatened  strike  of  400,000  em- 
ployees, which  wouhl  mean  the  dis- 
organisation if  not  the  paralysis  of  rail- 
way transportotion  in  the  United 
States,  directs  attention  to  the  strike 
aa  a  weapon.  We  suppose  no  one  will 
deny  the  right  of  men  to  refuse  to 
work  if  they  aee  fit,  at  leaat  when  the 
affairs  of  the  community  are  in  normal 
conditions.  It  Is  not  necessary  to  dis- 
~cuss  st~  present  whether  or  ni 
principle  thae  the  public  welfare  is  the 
supreme  law  doea  not  extend  far 
enough  to  make  it  right  to  compel  men 
to  work  under  certain  circumatances, 
although  we  think  It  will  be  admitted 
that  no  person  has  a  right  to  remain 
idle  If  thereby  the  lives  of  others,  or 
the  safety  of  the  state  is  endangered, 
but  that  question  Is  not  involved  In 
the  threatened  railway  strike,  nor  has 
It  been  Involved  In  any  industrial  atrike 
^tbat  we  can  now  recall.  Strikes  are 
generally  employed  as  a  means  of  rec- 
tifying something  the  strikers  believe 
to  be  wrong.  Aa  such  It  aeems  to  us 
to  be  an  exceedingly  clumsy  weapon 
and  quite  as  likely  to  Injure  those  who 
employ  It  as  to  harm  those  against 
whom  It  Is  used.  We  think  that  the 
history  of  strikes  shows  that  taking 
them  one  with  another  the  workmen 
have  been  the  losers  by  them.  We  are 
sure  this  is  true  of  the  great  majority 
of  strikes  that  have  occurred  in  British 
Columbia.  It  Is  undoubtedly  true  that 
etrlkes  have  frequently  resulted  In  bet- 
ter conditlona  for  workmen;  but  how- 
ever necessary  this  may  have  been  In 
the  early  days  of  organised  labor,  we 
suggest  that  enlightened  public  opinion 
nowadays  will  compel  a  recognition  of 
the  Just  claims  of  employees.  Possibly 
we  may  be  told  that  there  is  no  way 
of  calling  Uttentlon  tc|  Just  grelvancea 
that  la  at  all  comparable  to  a  strike; 
but  we  are  not  sure  about  this.  Strikes 
as  a  rule  are  due  to  one  or  two  causes 
and  sometimes  to  both.  Unreasonable 
agltotlon  among  workmen;  unreaaon- 
able  stubbornness  on  the  part  of  em- 
ployera.  In  the  very  great  majority  of 
caaes  most  workmen  are  disposed  to 
take  a  reasonable  view  of  their  posi- 
tion and  that  of  their  employers,  but 
are  prevented  from  doing  so  by  men 
whose   business   It  lb  to  agltote.     Most 

a 

employers  are  dlaposed  to  be  reason- 
able, although  all  too  frequently  soum 
of  them  are  not.  We  submit  for  the 
consideration  of  both  employers  and 
employed  that  the  wastefulness  of 
strikes  ought  to  incline  both  parties  to 
go  far  to  adjust  differences  between 
them.

The  captain  of  the  DeutschUnd  Is  be- 
ing commended  for  his  courage  because 
he  has  saM  that  he  will  not  surrender 
his  ship.  That  he  has  exhibited  cour- 
age in  undertoking  his  voyage  must  be 
admitted,  but  what  does  he  expect  to 
gain  by  slnklni  his  ship  to  avoid  cap- 
ture? Any  man  can  commit  suicide, 
but  ^ose  who  do  are  usually  regarded 
as  orasy.  Moreover,  Captain  Koenlg 
would  In  auch  an  event  be  sacrificing 
not  only  his  own  life  but  the  lives  of 
the  nien  under  his  command,  and  this 
he  has  no  legal  or  moral  right  to  do. 
There  would  t>e  something  heroic  in  a 
man  going  to  his  death  rather  than  per- 
mit some  aecret  from  coming  Into  Uie 
posaeaalon  of  the  enemies  of  his  coun- 
try; but  there  is  nothing  secret  about 
o  submarine,  other  submarine  com- 
manders have  done  more  wonderful 
things  than  he  achieved.  He  will  escape 
nothing  by  drowning  himself  and  hto 
crew.  Hto  country  will  be  none  the 
better  off  because  of  such  an  act:  in- 
deed It  would  be  worse  off,  for  no 
country  can  afford  to  lose  needlessly  so 
plucky  a  fellow  and  so  able  a  eoai- 
mander  as  he  has  shown  himself  to  tw. 
If  he  prefers  to  die  rather  than  sur- 
render. It  wlU  not  be  the  deed  af  a 
brava  man,  but  of  one  wbo  beeaase  of 
false  pride  has  made  a  perfectly  uae- 
leas  •acrlfiee.

$420,000  was  contributed  by  the  eltlaens 
as  a  whole,  uo  for  easy  reckoning  it 
may  ba.  aasumed  that  every  man.  wo- 
man end  child  included  in  the  census 
has  given  $10,  which  is  believed  to  be  a 
good  average. 

The  Patriotic  Aid  Society,  which  sup-

Another  section  has^run  an  all-nlgbt 
canteen  for  munition  WorlcerB.  This  la 
the  more  praiseworthy  in  that  many  of 
Ita  membera  era-  busy  women  who  give 
up  their  nighta  to  the  labor  in  addi- 
tion to  their  own  work.  Of  course  this 
at  Intervals,  but  It  involvea~  the  loss  of 
a  night'i<  rest  when  the  turn  of  the 
member  comes  round.

Thla  la  well  worth  re- 
membering, even  by  people  who  never 
went  barefooted.  The  only  way  cm  earth 
to  nutke  one'a  feet  atrong  la  to  eaer- 
elae  them  In  a  proper  manner,  and  the 
beat  way  to  do  thla  la  to  go  barefoot 
when  you  are  young.  The  Ugameata. 
the  muaclea  and  the  tendons,  as  well 
as  the  joints,  are  all  given  exerclee 
through  the  barefoot  method  tliat  they 
would  not  get  otherwiae.  Going  bare- 
foot doea  not  in  any  way  detraet  from 
the  farm  or  the  beauty  of  the  foot, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  moulda  It  into  a 
substantial  member  of  the  body  which 
will  be  of  some  service  to  its  owner  in 
after  yeara." 

No  one  who  looka  at  the  boot  la  a 
faahlonabla  shop  can  doubt  that  women 
In  these  daya  are  almoat  aa  ready  to 
torture  their  feet,aa  were  the  Chlneae 
women  of  the  last  generation.  How 
many  American  and  -  Canadian  women 
BuBTer  from  diseasei  brought'  on  by 
wearing  absurdly  high  heels  tha  doe- 
tors  could  tell  ua  If  they  would.  The 
number  would  be  greater  atUl  were  it 
not  for  modern  systems  of  transpMta- 
tlon  that  relieve  many  from  the  oeed 
of  walking.  If  we  cannot,  or  wUl  net 
let  our  children  go  barefoot  wa  ahould 
see  that  they  are  comfortably  -^od.. 
The  reformer  who  will  oonvlnee  'giria 
that  a  ehoe,  however  axpenelve,  whleh 
pinches  the  foot  or  throwa  the  weight 
of  the  body  on  muaclea  whleh  nature 
never  Intended  to  bear  It,  will  earn 
the  gratitude  of  all  who  love  ^jy.ehiel 
soundness. 

Our  grandmothers  refused  any  loncer 
to  ^crush  their  waists,  will  not  the,  wo- 
men of  today  rebel  against  the  decree 
that  condemns  them  to  Injure  their  feet 
by  wearing  shoes  which  do  not  flt  them 
and  prevent  them  fro^p  taking  the  exer- 
cise needful  for  healthi

town  Guardian  ahows  that  among  the 
Acadian  French  of  a  village  aome 
miles  from  the  city  the  old  relation  of 
master  and  servant  still  exists  in  a 
very  beautiful  form.

The  Weekly  Sun,  which  Is  publiahed 
chiefly  In  the  interest  of  Ontario  farm- 
ers and  their,  wives,  deprecates  the 
employment  of  women  In  the  hard  out- 
door work  of  the  large  farms.  ';|:^e 
writer  acknowledges  that  many  coun-. 
try  women  do  too  little  work  in  the 
open.  For  many  of  these  a  share  in 
the  farm  work  would  be  a  benefit. 


In  answer  to  an  older  contributor, 
the  writer  says  that  though  many  of 
the  women  among  the  early  settlers  who 
took  their  ahare  .  of  farm  work  and 
managed  their  homes  and  reared  their 
children  lived  to  a  good  old  age,  many 
others  broke  down  under  the  strain, 
and  died  In  what  ought  to  have  been 
the  prima  of  life. 

There  la  much  truth  In  this  conten- 
tion. It  is  a  mistake  to  think  that  wo- 
man can  bear  as  heavy  burdens  and 
llYt  as  great  weights  as  men  can.  The 
plough  and  the  axe  are  not  lawle- 
ments  which  women  should  be  asked  to 
use.  It  Is  true  that  in  the  light  well- 
oulllvated  aoU  of  an  English  farm  wo- 
men may,  and.  In  this  emergency,  do 
plough,  on  the  average  Canadian  home- 
stead, euoh  work  Is  uaatUtaWe. 

On  the  other  hand,  young  women  can 
do  much  of  the  lighter  work  of  farm 
and  garden  with  benefit  to  their  health. 
The  *wlfe  and  mother  who  carea  for 
her  children  and  keepe  the  heuee  has 
Uttle  time  for  eutdoer  work  however 
she  may  like  It.  if  the  former  were  ae 
generous  about  preeurlng  ter  hla  heme 
labor-aavlng  maohlnery  aa  ha  la  abe«t 
buying  It  for  hia  own  oeeapatlona, 
country  houeekeepera  wo«dd  have  inora 
leisure  than  they  have  now.  The  eM 
Idea  that  woman  la  a  helpaMite  for  Mlaa 
la  the  true  e«e.  Rivalry,  or  even  la- 
dattendeaea  le  aet  aatnimL  Mea  aad 
women  were  meant  to  work  together  ^mt 
only  on  tha  farm  bat  In  baetaesa.  la 
the  ehareh  aad  ta  the  acata.

Barbed  wire  haa  baan  for  many  yaara 
paat  a  common  material  -of  permanent 
fortification,  and  In  tha  South  African 
War  It  wa«  freely  uaad  in  blockhouse 
lines  and  siege  defanees,  but  ito  general 
use  to  field  warfare  only  commenced 
durli^g  tha  prasant  war.  Its  extensive 
use  does  not  seem  to  have  been  expected 
for  even  the  far-saeing  and  ever-ready 
Uarmans  were  by  no  means  well  pro^ 
vided  with  It  at  the  eoqsmencemant,  a* 
f«et  azplalnad.  perhaps,  by  thalr  vigor- 
ous 9ffansiva  policy.  We  i^era  even 
worse  prepared.  When  trench  warfare 
first  started,  the  amount  of  barbed  wire 
available  per  mile  of  front  was  a  tiny 
percenUga  of  what  is  supplied  now.  Oft 
the  Aisne  position,  though  we  were  on 
the  defensive  after  the  first  few  days, 
barbed  wire  was  used  by  us  in  mere 
patches.  Supplies  from  Kngland  were 
practically  non-existent,  and  a  division 
considered  itself  lucky  to  get  a  waggon 
load  every,  now  and  then.  Most  of  the 
wire  put  out  was  that  laboriously  col- 
lected from  fences  and  hedges.  Nowa- 
days divisional  supplies  can   be   meas-

Barbed-wire  efatanglements  have  been 
for  years  paat  the  subject  of  expert- 
Bents  from  the  various  points  of  view 
of  obstructlveness,  economy  In  labor 
and  materials,  concealment,  and  so 
forth;  but  they  have  usually  been  con- 
sidered ae  works  which  could  be  erected 
In  comparative  peace.  This  war,  hew- 
ever,  haa  Introduced  new  conditions  for 
tha  barl>ed-wire  setter.  It  is  one  thing 
to  put  up  an  entonglement  in  broad  day- 
light and  to  peace  and  quletnees;  quite 
another  to  do  so  on  a  pitch-dark  night 
amidst  shall  holes  and  debris  of  all 
kinds  with  the  enemy's  sentries  and 
machine  guns  only  a  hundred  yards 
away.  MethMs  which  would  be  sens- 
ible In  one  case  would  be  madneea  in 
the  other.  No  better  illustration  of  the 
dUlleulties  of  "wiring"  at  the  extreme 
riront  can  be  found  than  the  fact  that 
though  at  the  former  place  the  neceaaity 
tvm.  wire  la  much  the  greater,  the  mit- 
tanglements  are  much  Inferior.  When 
the  enemy'a  wire  converges  to  one'e  own 
work  upon  It  becomea  easentlally  a 
Bight  Job  for  amall  parties,  and  to  be 
«utekly  doae.  The  quietest  times  for 
work  are  perhaps  those  when  the  oppo- 
site force  ara  similarly  engaged.  Then 
Is  a  case  of  "wire  and  let  wire." 

Though  the  regular  pattern  of  "high- 
wire"  entanglement  may  be  familiar  to 
many,  Ita  widespread  use  and  present- 
day  ImporUnoe  gives  It  a  claim  to.  at 
any  rate,  a  brief  descrlptloa.  Posts 
about  four  Inchee  in  diameter  are  driven 
tnto>  tha  ground,  projecting  about  fear 
feet  above  It  and  spaced  six  feet  or

At  the  commencement 
of  the  first  Winter  in  Flanders  it  took 
the  engineers  all  the  time  they  could 
spare  for  wiring  to  provide  a  simple 
fence  of  three  or  four  wires  with,  in 
places,  the  slightest  of  aprons.  In 
thoae  days  the  front  of  a  division  could 
be  measured  In  miles,  and  the  working 
parties  available  were  very  small,  so 
before  many  of  the  big  Oerman  attacks 
there  had  not  been  the  time,  matertol, 
nor  labor  to  provide  even  a  reasonably 
well-aproned   fence. 


ground  at  night.  In  consequence  there 
have  been  several  French,  Kngliah  and 
Oerman  inventions.  Whether  by  imi- 
tation or  by  independent  thought,  each 
combatant  has  arrived  at  much  the 
ssme  solutions  of  the  problem.  A 
common  type  is  the  "knife~rest"  wire, 
whl^h  gets  Its  name  from  the  Well 
known  dihing-table  article.  It  conalSts 
of  a  stout  pole  I  ft.  to  12  ft  long,  sup- 
ported horlsontally  about  2  ft.  off  the 
ground  by  two  X-shaped  treaties,  one 
at  each  end.  The  trestles  are  made  of 
stout  stakes,  and  the  pole  is  securely 
fastened  to  the  centre  of  each  rest 
Horlaontal  barbed  wires  connect  the 
points  of  ons  trestle  to  the  correspond- 
ing points  of  the  othsr.

In  fact 
vlUl,  checks  due  to  cleverly-placed 
Oerman  wire.  In  some  places  very 
thick  barbed  wire.  whic4i  resists  all 
ordinary  hand  wire  cutters,  has  been 
used;  in  others  shell  holes  or  concealed 
trenches  have  been  filled  with  wire 
which  escaped  shelling,  in  others  a 
more  than  usually  plucky  garrison  has 
managed  to  put  out  fresh  wire  during 
even  our  final  fierce  bombardment 
These  Instances  are  all  arguments  for 
an  anvple  supply  of  guns  and  ammuni- 
tion. When  we  have  enough  of  these 
to  deal  with  those  desdly  partners, 
machine  guns  and  barbM)  wire,  the  door 
to  Beriln  will  be  more  than  half  open.

The  advantage  of  good  roads  and  the 
necessity  of  further  extending  and  Im- 
proving the  existing  hlghwaya  has  come 
to  be  a  paramount  Issue  In  every  land, 
and  the  "boosters"  In  the  United  SUtes 
have  obtained  a  method  of  exciting  in- 
terest In  the  matter  through  a  national 
observance  event  It  is  expeoted  to 
'stimulate  greatly  the  general  campaign 
which  has  been  Instituted  to  get  better 
hlghwaya 

There  Is  possibly  nothing  of  a  com- 
munity Interest  of  which  the  detaUa  are 
as  little  known  to  the  average  Indlvldua' 
aa  good  road  construction  and  mainten- 
ance. A  splendidly  surfaced  highway 
appeals  undoubtedly- more  strongly  to 
the  motorist  and  for  that  reason  Its 
greatest  advancement  haa  centred 
around  the  big  developments  In  the  mo- 
tor car  Industry.  Cars  have  becoma 
more  popular,  and  for  that  reaaon  the 
good  roads  movement  is  getting  a  great- 
er impetus.  But  that  is  not  the  only 
reaaon.  Communities  as  a  whole  are 
beginning  to  see  the  wisdom  of  im- 
proved- road  systems,  and  are  contribu- 
ting in  taxation  for  the  work  on  the  ba- 
sis of  the  investment  becoming  an  asset 
that  win  repay. 

Wednesday  of  last  week  was  a  apeclal 
good  roads  day  In  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia. It  waa  set  aside  In  proclamation  by 
the  governor  of  the  state,  and  waa  cele- 
brated by  the  various  towns  In  dliterent 
ways.  The  Oakland  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce held  a  parade  of  good  roads  ma- 
chinery. Demonatratlona  were  made  at 
various  points  showing  the  actual  work 
of  road-making  and  the  different  meth- 
ods of  highway  oonstruction.  "Nothing 
could  be  of  more  Importance  to  Califor- 
nia." said  a  "booster"  of  touring 
In  that  atate,  "that  to  have  every  owner 
of  a  machine  make  some  kind  of  a  trip 
Into  the  country  during  the  week.  By 
Increasing  the  travel,  the  state  will  in- 
crease In  value."  A  good  many  people 
will  think  thU  last  statement  worth  a 
littla  extra  thought  The  circumstance* 
on  which  It  Is  based  are  strikingly  simi- 
lar oa  Vancouver  lalaad.

The  Opposition. 

Tha  question  of  gaining  or  losing  a 
move  ia  the  aole  queatlon  of  tbe  opposi- 
tion. Of  course,  the  Kings  are  always 
in  opposition.  That  Is  tbe  game.  Here, 
however,  the  subject  must  be  narrowed. 

Whenever  the  Kings  are  in  line — rank, 
file  or  diagonal — with  an  odd  number 
of  squares  between  them,  they  are  in 
evident  opposition.  Then  If  they  move 
towards  each  other  in  the  same  line, 
the  King  flrat  moving  in  *touch  a  case 
win  be  the  first  compelled  to  retreat, 
or  yield  a  contested  point  to  his  ad- 
versary. Place  the  Kings  each  on  his 
own  square.  From  the  alx  squares  in 
flle  between  deduct  one  for  the  square 
which  the  law  of  movement  requlrea 
shall  ever  separate  King  from  King. 
Now,  If  the  live  aquares  remaining  be 
taken  In  euoi^eBBlve  moves,  one  Khig  will 
take  three  and  the  other  two,  and  he 
who  moves  first  will  move  last,  front- 
hli  adversary,  bat  one  square  distant. 
Here  the  King  first  moving  puts  an 
odd  number  of  squares  between  himself 
and  his  opponent,  l.e.,  he  takes  the  op- 
position. Then,  ao  long  aa  they  both 
remain  In  the  same  file,  their  relative 
poslAons  cannot  possibly  be  altered — 
the  first  player  (suppose  White)  can 
never  abandon  the  opposition,  or  refuse 
It  when  it  is  hla  turn  to  play.  If  the 
Kings  aproach  each  other — the  oppo- 
sition actually  existing — evident]^  the 
one  commencing  will  be  the  first  to 
exhaust  his  forward  movement;  with 
the  consequence  that,  when  this  hap« 
pens  he  must  begin  to  retreat,  to  be 
followed  up  by  bis  adversary,  and  even- 
tually driven  from  the  flle,  when,  owing 
to  the  limitation  of  the  board,  he  can 
retreat  no  longer.  A  short  rule  for  this 
oppeaition,  in  rank  or  file,  is:  If  the 
Kings  are  on  aquares  of  the  same  oolor, 
the  one  having  the  move  has  not  the 
opposition;  if  they  are  on  squares  of 
different  colors,  'be  haa  It — and  vice 
versa,  of  course.

Donald  Mackay  put  her  on  the  atocka 
to  the  order  of  hla  old  friend  and  first 
patron,  Bnooh  Train;  but  Train,  to  the 
regret  of  hla  Ufa  aold  her  before  aha 
waa  launched  to  Orlnnell.  Mlntum  dc 
Company. 

The  following  ^are  a  few  polnta  worth 
noting  In  "Flying  Cloud'a"  design  and 
equipment:  Her  length  of  keel  waa  208 
feet,  and  length  over  all  fmm  knlght- 
head  to  Uffrall  2»  feet.

,thaaa  *iao  were  called  clippers,  though 
none  of  theae  later  cllppera  In  tha 
leaat  resambled  the  Baltimore  achoon- 
arg,  with  the  exception  perhapa  of  some 
of  Che  American  opium  clippers,  whloh 
eertalnly  did  ahow  some  of  the  charae- 
terlstloa  of  the  Baltimore  model. 

From  early  In  the  nineteenth  century 
to  the  late  seventies  three  dietinct 
types  of  fast  aalllng  ahlpa  or  dlppara 
were  employed  In  the  China  trade, 
rhesa  were  the  opium  cllppera.  tha  Am- 
krican  tea  cllppera  and  the  Britlah  tea 
•llppera  The  jlrst  dated  from  about 
1880  to  18M,  the  aacond  from  1848  to 
1880,  and  the  laat  from   1850  to  1878. 

Bafora  turning  to  thO'  great  China  tea 
trad*  and  tha  wonderful  ahlpa  It  pro- 
tftieadi  I  will  try  and  convey  some  Idea 
of  the  opium  trade  and  Ita  cllppera. 

From  the  very  atart  the  Importation 
of  opium  Into  China  was  entirely 
ggalnet  the  decrees  and  wlahea  of  Ita 
rulera.  who  know  only  too  well  the 
harm  done  by  the  drtig  to  all  who  fall 
vnder  Ita  Influence.  And  thoae  enter- 
l^rlalng  Britlah.  American  and  Paraee 
Anna  who  angaced  In  the  opium  trafllc 
wara  nothing  mora  or  leas  than  amng- 
ylara— amugglera  Indeed  who  ahowed 
graat*^  daring  and  finer  seamanahlp  aad 
laada  bigger  profits  than  any  the  world 
liflil  previoualy  known. 

I  haTa  no  Intention  here  of  touching 
upMi  the  morality  of  tha  trade,  aulBoa 
It  to  aay  that  thara  la  more  than  a 
Ilt^a  truth  In  tha  yam  that  mlafortuae 
aatS  uAliappiaoea  ahraya  followed  thoae 
wba  had  made  their  fortune  In  opium.

Like  nearly  all  Yankee  cllppera.  Tly- 
Ing  Cloud"  crossed  three  akyaall  yarda, 
had  royal  atunsalls,  a  reef  band  in  h«r 
topgallant  sails,  four  reefs  In  her  top- 
aaila  and  swinging  boom  and  paasaree 
to  apread  her  fore  lowar  atunaalla  and 
haul  out  the  olewa  of  the  foreaall. 

She  waa  placed  under  the  command 
of  Capt.  Joalah  Perkins  Creesy,  who  had 
the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  most 
skilful  sallora  of  hhi  day.

At  the  present  day,  when  the  auprem- 
aoy  of  our  mercantile  marine  as  the 
world's  carrier  la  ao  firmly  eatabllahed. 
It  la  hard  to  realise  that  In  the  forties 
and  flftlea  America  waa  not  only  our 
equal  but  In  many  waya  our  auperlor. 
In  mere  numbers  the  two  great  mari- 
time nations  were  about  equal. 

Our  hardwood  ahlpa  laated  longer 
than  their  softwood  ships,  but  It  must 
be  remem'bered  that  thS  former  could 
not  be  built  for  less  than  £16  per  ton, 
whereaa  the^  latter  could  be  built  for 
£12  per  ton  or  even  less.  In  model  and 
design  we  had  no  shllps  tha^  could 
compare  with  such  veasels  aa  the  "Sea 
Witch,"  "Honqua,"  "Samuel  Russell" 
and  "Oriental."  .  Again,  In  the  nut  and 
aet  of  their  aalla  the  Americana  were 
first  and  the  British,  along  with  the 
rest  of  the  world,  nowhere.  And  Amer- 
ican ships  worked  several  men  lighter 
than  Britlah  ahlpa , of  equal  tonnage  ow- 
ing to  their  uae  of  deck  winches,  patent 
aheavea^  light  manllla  running  gear, 
and  large .  blocks,  where  we  ware  con- 
tent w^th  common  aheavea,  stiff  hemp 
gear,  and  the  hard-worked,  handy  billy.

But  there  were  very  good  reasons  for 
this    lack    of    enterprise    on    our   part. 


fltlrrad  by  the  suooeas  of  their  cllp- 
pera, and  at  the  same  time  not  a  little 
by  the  victory  <rrer  Sngllah  yachta 
gained  by  their  wonderful  achooner.  the 
America,  the  American  Navlgatlcm  Club, 
which  had  no  duplicate  In  Sngland. 
Issued  a  challenge  to  the  Britlah  ahlp- 
builders  and  ownera,  the  conditions  of 
which  were  that  "Two  shipa  ahould  be 
modelled,  commanded  and  olBoered  en- 
tirely by  cltlsens  of  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain  respectively,  and  that 
they  ahould  sail  with  cargo  >  on  board 
from  a  port  In  England  to  a  jtort  In 
China  and  back  to  the  English  port,  the 
prise  for  the  winning  vessel  to  be  110,- 
000.  and  to  be  paid  without  ragard  ta 
accldenta  or  to  any  axceptlona"  Thara 
waa  also  a  atpulatlon  made  that  tha 
ahlps  should  not  be  under  800  tona  or 
exceed  1.200  tons  American  register. 
This  challenge,  I  am  aorry  to  aay,  w*m 
never  taken  up  by  the  Britlah  shipown- 
ers, notwithstanding  the  fact  that  tha 
president  of  the  Navigation  Chib  oSared 
to  raise  the  prise  mppey,  to  i20,880,  and 
to  give  the  British  'vessel  U  d*ya' 
atart.  '  . 

It  was  Richard  Oreen.  of  the  f amoua 
Blackwall  Line,  who  first  put  heart  Into 
the  British  shipowner.     He     had     been  , 
one   of   tha   few   people   Interested     In 


Ute."  Capt.  Bnright  left  her  to  Uha 
command  of  tha  great  Amarloaa-buUt 
"Black  Bailer  Lightning."  whilat  Rob- 
ertaon  had  ablf tad  from  "Stornoway" 
to  tha  "Catmgorm." 

Meanwhile  new  oltppera  kept  eoming 
out,  which  stayed  In  front  of  the  bat- 
tle for  a  few  seasons  and  then  dropped 
Into  the  ranks  of  the  has-beens. 

Of  auch  were  the  Sunderland-bullt 
"Croat  of  the  Wave"  and  "Spirit  of  the 
Age."  the  aucceaaora  of  Sunderland'a 
fngate-bullt  veterana  John  Temperly. 
Sir  Harry  Parker,  Dartmouth,  Hark- 
away,  ate. 

Theae  two  ■'m^\M,  Ilka  the  Aherdaen 
White  Star  ships,  went  out  to  Australia 
before  croastng  to  China  to  load  tea, 
tha  paaaaga  out  to  Australia  in  the  early 
daya  of  tha  goM  dlaoovery  being  aa 
keenly  contaatad  aa  the  homeward  one 
from  China. 


Clyda  grew  to  be  Juat  aa  keen  aa  that 
bctwaaa  CHraat  Brtuln  and  America. 

Tba^yda  posaeaaas  two  great  build- 
ers la  Staala  and  Connel.  who,  until  the 
launch  of  the  famoua  Thermopylae, 
may  ba  aald  to  have  thruat  tha  produo- 
tloaa  of  Hall  and  Hood  Into  the  ahada 
And  of  thaaa  two,  the  firm  of  Steele 
held  the  palm.  Built  by  Robert  Steele, 
■ucb  veaaala  as  Tarptng.  Serlea.  Ariel. 
Sir  lABoelot,  Tltanla  and  Lahloo  car- 
ried all  bafora  tham  In  the  tea  raoea, 
bealdea  ,  being  the  moat  beautiful  and 
yaohtllke  merchantman  that  ever  sailed 
the 

Thalr  moat  notable  rtvala  from  Con- 
nel's-yard  were  Taltalag,  Spindrift  and 
Windhover,  but  Connel  muat  alao  re.« 
celve  credit  for  Sklnner'a  Caatlea,  whloh 
wero  very  amart  little  ahlpa.  4ut.  being 
mucli  smaller  than  the  cracks,  did  not 
race  In  the  flrat  flight  with  the  others. 
—  Halfs  best  known  shipa  of  tha 
data  were  Flying  Spur.  Black  Prince 
and  Taairtse,  whilat  Hood  Imllt  Jerusa- 
lem. Tbyatira  aad  Thermopylae  for 
Thompaon'a  Abardeaa  White  Star  LIna 
Of  thaae  three  Thermopylaa  waa  the 
only  veaael  whloh  regularly  loaded  tha 
first  teaa  of  the  season.

The  chief  of  these  reaaona  were  our 
pre-hiatorio  tonnage  and  navigation 
laws. 

The  tonnage  law — which  dated  from 
1773,  and  waa  not  radically  altered  un- 
til 1854 — encouraged  a  very  bad  alow 
type  of  ship,  aa  Only  length  and  breadth 
were  taxed,  and  not  depth;  thua  the 
equal  cargo  carrier  was  far  too  abort 
and  too  deep,  and  ships  of  proper  di- 
mensions were  so  handicapped  by  ton- 
nage dues  that  they  were  practically 
non-exlatent  except  In  the  rich  opium 
trade.  Aa  soon  aa  this  law  was  re- 
voked, and  Moorsom's  plan  of  Internal 
measurement — the  outcome  of  which   Is

asetta  great  admliatloa  la  tha  Leaden 


shipping  who  had  auppertad  tba  dor- 
ernment  in  the  repeal  of  tha  navigation 
laws.  During  1851  at  a  large  city  din- 
ner, he  rose  to  speak  after  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  American  Legation,  who  had 
made  the  usual  complimentary  later- 
national  speech. 

"We  have  heard."  said  Dicky  Oroaa. 
"a  great  deal  tonight  about  the  dlamal 
prospects  of  British  shipping,  and  we 
hear,  too,  from  another  quarter,  a  great 
deal  about  the  Britlah  Lion  aad  tha 
American  Eagle,  and  tha  way  In  whloh 
they  are  going  to  lie  down  together. 
Now,  I  don't  know  anything  about  that. 
but  this  I  do  know,  that  we,  the  Brit- 
ish ahlpownera,  have  at  laat  eat  down 
to  play  a  fair  and  open  game  with  the 
Americana,  and,  by  Jove,  we'll  trump 
them." 

And  he  waa  as  good  aa  hla  word,  for 
he  Immediately  aet  about  building  a 
tea  clipper  which  he  aptly  called  tba 
"Challenger."  This  vessel  waa  sent  out 
to  China  In  time  for  the  new  teaa  of 
1862.

The  year  186:  was  a  remarkable  one 
for  the  keen  nawa  of  tha  racing  between 
the  tea  cllppera  of  the  two  natloaall- 
tlea.  and  Challengei'a  part  la  thla  rival- 
ry waa  a  very  big  oae. 

After  leaving  Shanghai  aha  fell  In 
with  the  famous  Challenga  a  vessel 
nearly  three  tlmea  her  alaa.  at  Aajar. 
the  Challenge  being  honaeward  bound 
with  Canton  tea  The  two  vaaaela  left 
Anjar  on  the  aame  day.  aad  when  thla 
waa  telegraphed  home  tremendous 
stakes  were  wagered  aa  to  which  would 
be  the  firat  arrival  In  London:  It  waa 
even  rumored  that  the  leaer  waa  ta  ha 
forfeited  to  the  wlanar. 

After  a  very  anaut  ma  the  little 
Challeatrer  Juat  aaeeeeded  la  baatiag 
the  big  Challenge  Into  doek  hy  two  daya. 
their  actual  Ume  belav:

Regarding  thia,  an  Intereatlng  atory 
la  told  of  the  "Spirit  of  the  Age."  It 
happened,  that  aoma  tan  or  twelve  prime 
Britlah  ahallbaeka  were  looking  around 
tha  Weat  India  dooka  In  aaaroh  of  a 
ahip,  whan  th«y  came  upon  a  crack 
Yankee  clipper,  displaying  a  large  no- 
tice board  In  her  rigging,  on  which  the 
following  worda  were  painted:  "Thla 
ahip  will  be  In  Australia  before  any 
other." 

Whilat  they  were  gazing  at  thla  early 
specimen  of  American  advertialng.  the 
captain  of  the  "Spirit  of  the  Age"  oame 
up  to  tham,  and  pointing  at  the  Yankee 
akyalga.  aaked  with  a  ahow  of  paaalon: 

"How  can  you  stand  that,  you  Brltlah- 
ersr* 

"Well.  It'a  a  bit  cheeky,  maybe,"  re- 
plied one  of  the  Jacka.  "but  how  can  we 
help  Itr*  ' 

"That's  what  I've  come  to  you  for." 
oald  the  captain  of  the  Spirit  of  the 
Age.  eagerly;  "you  are  all  looking  for 
bertha,  aren't  you?" 

"Yee."    anawered    the    men'a     spokea- 

"Well."  went  on  the  enterpriaiag 
Sunderland  akipper  "I  have  all  my 
orew  on  board  all  ready — and  a  good 
orowd,  too;  but  come  with  me  aa  a  aort 
of  extra  watch  and  I'll  aee  If  we  can't 
buatla  the  bounce  out  of  that  Yaakea" 

Aad  the  man  did  ahip  with  hln  with 
the  reaalt  that  tha  "SplrH  of  tha  Ace," 
after  belag  drivaa  alght  aad  day,  asade 
tha  paaaaga  to  Sydney  In  78  days,  and 
beat  the  boastful  American,  who  waa 
about  three  timea  her  alse,  by  a  day  and 
a  half. 

Tba  Yankeea'a  algnboard  waa  a  aped- 
man  the  ahrawd  bualneas  qualities 
shown  by  American  captaina 

There  were  many  other  atoriea  of 
Yankee  cutenesa  In  the  daya  of  Amari- 
ca'a  great  mercantile  rivalry  with  Oreat 
Britain,  of  which,  perhapa.  the  follow- 
ing la  the  beat: 

One  year  vher.  frelghta  at  Whampoa 
had  dropped,  aad  only  vaeaela  with 
noted  raputatlons  for  apeed  were  get- 
ting good  ratea  an  American  ahip  ar- 
rived la  port.  This  vessel  was  far  from 
being  a  fhat  aaller.  nevertheless  her 
captain  went  boldly  up  to  the  akippar 
of  the  faateat  British  tea  ellppar  In 
port  and  challenged  bim  to  a  race  home 
for  £608  a  alda 

Thia  waa  at  once  accepted;  aad  the 
crafty  Yankee  thea  aaw  to  It  that  the 
facta  of  the  wager  were  made  publle. 
On  the  ahlppara  hearing  of  It  they  Im- 
mediately concluded  that  hla  vesel  poe- 
eaaaed  a  turn  of  apecd  which  had  been 
carefully  kept  aacrat.  They  thereupon 
engaged  her  at  82  per  ton  mora  freight 
than  she  would  have  been  offered  if  her 
real  aalllng  powers  had  been  known. 

The  two  ahlpa  aalled  for  England  and 
the  BrttUh  crack  bad  ao  dlScalty  la 
beating  her  eypenent  by  a  fortnight. 
But  after  paying  over  bla  stake  off 
£»••.  the  Amertcaa  captain  was  attU 
nearly  £2.000  to  tha  good,  owtag  to  the 
extra  £2  on  hla  freight,  which  but  far 
hla  crafty  method  of  galalag  hla  ahip 
a  repntatlea  for  apeed  would  aever  have 
otrered  ta  hUa. 


A  few  othar  builders  entered  the 
arena  from  time  to .  time.  The  well- 
known  Pile  af  dundorland  failed  to  hold 
hla  own.  His  Ma'tland.  of  whl^  ao 
mueh  waa  expected,  was  a  failure  aed 
Undine,  though  aha  made  a  fair  average 
of  paaaagea,  was  not  quite  equal  to  tha 
Steele  craoka  Oraea  of  Blackwall  built 
Highflyer  and  put  her  Into  the  China 
trade  for  a  couple  of  voyages,  but  even 
under-  Anthony  Enrlght  aha  did.  not 
prove  faat  enough.  Chaloner  of  Llver- 
IKwl  produced  one  maHt.erplace^  the  fa- 
moua Fiery  Croaa;  Laurie  of  Olaagow 
built  Leandar.  Stephen  of  Olaagow 
launched  aoma  half  dozen  ahlpa  for  the 
trade.  Including  Forward  Ho;  whilat  the 
wonderful  Cutty  Bark  waa  built  by 
Beott  A  Linton  of  Dumbarton. 

Aa  a  .'lUa  theae  famoua  clippers  were 
dcslgn-sd  \n  the  drawing  lofts  of  their 
builders;  Ih  fact,  there  were  only  two 
oatalde  dealgnaro  cf  any  note,  Bernard 
Whymoutb,  aecreUry  of  Lloyda'  Regla- 
ter.  and  Rennia 

Waymouth  was  rfsponsibla  for  the 
lines  of  the  Laande-  and  Thermopylae, 
whilat  Ranaia  dealgned  Fiery  Croaa. 
Blaek  Princa  Norman  Court  and  John 
R.  Worceater. 


The  Aberdeen  ahlpa,  though  not  ao  ex- 
penalvely  flnlahed  aa  thoae  of  tha  Clyde 
with  regard  to  deck  flnlahlnga.  were 
celebrated  for  their  smart  appearance 
aloft.  Indeed,  they  carried  thla  amart- 
ness  aloft  to  exceaa  with  the  result 
that,  owing  to  the  amallness  of  tbair 
blocks  they  were  heavy  workera;  and 
It  waa  not  until  frelghta  bad  begun  to 
fall  that  large  blocka  and  large  ropea 
were  procured.  The  Black  Prinoa,  a 
noted  ship  for  small  blocks,  required 
two  men  to  atlck  out  her  foreaheet,  and 
kept  all  her  heavy  braces  and  aheeta 
rove  through  the  light  >veather  In  the 
China  aeaa.  And  Captain  Shewan.  who 
waa  an  offloer  on  both  ahlps.  tells  me 
that  the  Norman  Court,  though  100  tona 
bigger,  handled  more  eaally  with  14 
A  B'a  than  the  Black  Prince  with  22.

Though  there  waa  ao  auch  thing  aa 
an  ugly  tea  clipper,  Steele  waa.  with- 
out doubt,  tha  devlgner  of  tha  moat 
beautiful  little  ships  that  ever  floated. 
Like  hla  modem  confrere^  Fife,  beoould 
aot  produce  an  ugly  boat.  The  Unea  of 
hla  vaaaela  never  failed  to  please  the 
eye:  their  sweetness  and  beauty  aatla- 
fled  that  artiatic  aanae  In  a  sailor  w^oh, 
though  alwaya  preaent.  can  hardfy  ba 
deaorlbed  In  words.  Sufllce  It  to  say 
that  there  waa  not  a  ounre  or  line  or 
angle  In  a  boat  auch  aa  the  Ariel  or 
Sir  Launcelet  which  did  not  carry  out 
the  idea  of  perfect  proportion  and  bat- 
anea  And  It  la  Just  this  balance  In 
daaign  which  gl vaa  a  ahip  merit  In  the 
eyea  of  aailora  Steele'a  gracefully 
curving  cutwatera  and  neatly  rounded 
atariia  fitted  each  other  to  perfection. 
Hla  vaaaela  never  gave  one  the  Imprea- 
alon.  aa  aoma  boata  do.  that  tba  bows 
of  a  ahip  had  been  Joined  on  the  atera 
of  a  acow  and  vice  versa.  Aad  It  was 
thi*  absolute  sweetnea*  to  the  aye  that 
that    gave  Staelera  ellppera   a  look   of 


email  blocka  and  heavy  ropea,  were  not 
the  only  onea  The  fault  of  mlataklnc 
.weight  for  atrength  aeema  to  be  a  ohar« 
acterlatic  of  the  Britlah  nation.  Aa  a 
proof  of  thla,  ao  heavy  waa  the  tmual 
atnnaall  gear  of  Britlah  ahlps  that  It 
waa  a  common  alght  to  aa  a  Freaoh- 
maa  or  Italian  aet  a  whole  suit  of 
atunsalls  whilst  a  Britisher  waa  aettlaK 
a  fore-topmaat  atunaall.

At  tha  beginning  of  the  aixtles  mag( 
of  tba  oUppera  had  Cunningham's  pat« 
ent  fitted  to  their  topaalla  and  It  wa* 
aot  until  1886  that  a  double  topaall  waa 
aeen  In  a  tea  ahip.  But  la  the  autumn 
of  that  ydar  Ariel  came  out  with  a  dou» 
ble  topaall  yards  on  all  threo  maata,,]|;ol» 
lowed  a  month  later  by  Sir  Laaoelot 
with  a  double  on  the  fore  and  main, 
but  retaining  the  alngl*  yard  on  the 
missen. 

The  topaall  bad  one  dlaadyantaga.  It 
waa  aot  ao  aftectlTO  la  light  winda  aa 
the  aingle  topsail  owing  to  tha  apllt- 
ting  up  of  tha  aalL  Aa  a  proof  of  thla 
fact  Capt.  Keay  wrote  to  me,  apropoa 
of  hla  celebrated  race  up  channel  with 
Taeping  In  1888.  that  when  the  wind 
alackened  Taeping  had  allghtly  the  bet- 
ter of  It.  whereas,  aa  aoon  as  It  freab« 
ened.  Ariel  went  ahead;  and  he  account* 
ad  for  thla  difference  In  their  aalllng  by 
tha  fact  that  Taaplng'a  alngla  topaalla 
were  more  effective  In  light  weather 
than  hla  double  onea.  Double  topaalla 
alao  neoeaaltated  the  slacking  up  of  the 
lee  topmaat  rigging  when  by  the  wind 
In  order  to  allow  the  lower  yard  to 
brace  up  well.  When  racing  It  waa 
customary  on  the  tea  cllppera  to  lace 
the  foot  of  the  upper  topaalla  to  tha 
lower  jrarda.  The  vaaaela  had  their  full 
complement  of  atunaall  (or  atuddlng 
aalla  to  apell  them  correctly)  from 
royal  atunaalla  down  to  aave-alls  and 
wateraalla  which  were  aet  under  tha 
stnasalla 

Batalla  of  aiggiaf 

In  most  of  the  tea  cllppera  the  to|>> 
gallant  atunaalla  were  aet  from  the 
deck.  In  the  favorable  trade,  auch  aa 
when  running  from  Anjer  to  Mauritlua 
or  rolling  down  to  St.  Helena,  a  atay« 
aall  was  laced  on  aa  a  wing  outalda  the 
lower  atunaall.  Captain  Keay  of  Ariel 
even  went  ao  far  aa  to  lace  two  atay- 
aalla  together,  thua  making  a  aquara 
aall  to  go  outalda  the  lower  atunaall.  A 
email  set  and  a  large  aet  of  atunaalla 
were  carried  on  theae  wall-fouad  cUp« 
para. 

Paaaaraee  wara  boomed  outboard  soma 
SO  feet  at  the  fore,  aad  when  before 
the  wind   the  foreaall  was  aot  flat  aa 
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delicate,  almoat  fragile  b«aoty.  aad  die. 
thigulshed  them  from  their  rivala  Tba 
Clyde  cllppera.  alao.  were  aot«d  for  a 
yachtUke  flalah.  All  their  woodwork 
on  deck  or  below  waa  of  the  Ibieet  teak 
or  amhevaay.  ee  beautifully  faahloaed 
aa  to  bear  eomparlaon  with  the  arorh  ef 
a  flrat-elaaa  eaMaet-maher.  whilat  the 
bulararka.  rails,  staaehlona.  akyllghta. 
eapatana  aad  Mnaeclae  aheoe  with  more 
braae-work  thaa  la  ever  fowad  la  a 
BMdera  yadit  -    ,. 


The  bnlldlag  of  tea  eilppara  «a  tha 
Clyde  hiid  the  fouadatleas  of  th*  rtvef  a 
sopreoMay  la  ship  conatmctlen.  Maay 
are  the  aterlea  related  of  the  pride  ef 
OreenoA  aad  Qlaagew  shijrwrighta  at 
thia  period.

Amongst  the  tea-ahlp  owners  there 
were  many  man  of  the  good  old-faata- 
lonad  type,  who  love^  tbelr  ships  and 
took  more  interest  In  tbem  than  tbay 
did  In  their  balance  sbaats.  Though 
keen  enough  business  miua,  they  had 
that  pride  In  their  ships  ||rblch  Insisted 
t^at  everything,  down  to  the  smallest 
detail,  should  be  of  the  y<iry  best.  Such 
owners  trusled  fbetr  captains  and  gave 
them  a  free  hand,  and  were  aa  liberal 
and  seneraos  in  thair  treatment  of  their 
employ^i  as  they  were  recardlnf  the 
outflt  art^upkeap  of  their  ahlpa.  Their 
vessels  never  lacked  paint  or  rope  any 
more  than  their  captbina  lacked  a  bolus 
or  tbelr  crews  a  ■ufllolency  of  good  pro- 
vialoqs. 

Many  of  tham  were  old  sea  captains, 
who  bad  either  sat  up  for  themselves 
or  alee,  owing  to  thair  great  experience 
and  distinguished  careers,  had  obtained 
partaerablps  in  good  Arms.  Of  such 
were  Idaxton,  who  commanded  "Lord  of 
the  Isles"  and  Kalcoa;"  Rodser,  who 
commanded  "Kate  Carnie,"  and  KlllicH. 
who  commanded  the  "Challenger,"  and 
moot  of  the  other  owners  had  at  one 
time  or  another  made  voyaces  on  their 
own  ships,  and  knew  them  aa  a  sailor 
knows  a  ship.

These  men,  as  I  have  said,  loved  tbelr 
■hips,  and  the  loss  of  a  ship  meant  far 
more  to  them  than  a  hiere  pocket  loss 
of  cash.

Soma 
captallia  oaly  went  below  to  change 
their  clothes  or  toke  a  bath;  others  used 
thf  ssttss  ta  the  chart-room  or  fvep  a 
deck  chair  as  a  be<l>  This  wi^a  tba* 
habit  of  old  Captain  Robertson  of.  the

Her  beat  point  of  saiilnK  proved  to  ba 
^with  the  wind  just  abaft  the  beam,^ 
when  it  waa  not  too  atrong  to  pravent 
her  carrying  all  plain  sail.

The  "TItaata's"  masts,  like  thoaa  of

angto  Iroaf  had  baea  omitted  ta  her  caaa 
and  this  waa  glvaa  oat  aa  tta  raaaoa 
why  tba  foremaat  areat.  In  a  moment 
the  beautiful  little  veasel  ansa  a  wreck 
aloft,  but  taeklly  the  bull  sustained  ao 
toa»a«a.

We  now  come  to  the  great  "Ther- 
mopylae," the  prya  of  tta  Brittah  Mer- 
chant Service  and  Juatly  considered  by 
most  seamen  to  have  been  the  fastest 
sailihg  ship  ever  launched.    ■ 

She  was  a  more  poWerfal  ahlp  ttan 
the  dainty  Steele  cUppara  and  had  a 
good  deal  the  best  *of  even  "Ariel," 
"Sir  Lancelot"  or  "Titanta"  ta  runaint 
the  easting  down;  at  the  same  time  ata 
was  very  fast  In  light  airs.  Indeed  aha 
taa  l>een  known  to  have  gone  along.  7 
knots  an  hour  whan  a  man  could  taia 
walked  round  the  decks  witb  a  llghtad 
candle.  In  fact  under  every  condlttoa 
or  wind  she  was  a  wonder.  In  steady 
quartering  breesea,  when  all  aall  waa 
set,  she  would  go  19^  to  13  knots  com- 
fortably.  her  helm  amidships  and  a 
small  boy  steering  and  toere  waa  never 
any  necessity  to  take  In  her  royata  or 
amall  staysails  until  she  was  running 
Well  over  18  knota.

And  one  may 
latagina  the  excitement  amongst  the 
skippers  when  it  waa  known  that 
"Ttarmopylaa"  was  to  load  tea.

Whn«t  "Thermopylae."  -"Sir  Lanoeiet ' 
and  "Titanta"  were  breaking  records,  a 
very  notable  vessel  was  being  built  at 
Dumbarton.  Thta  was  the  woeld-famoua 
"Cu{ty  Sark,"  the  only  vessel  which 
could  seriously  dtapute  "Thermopylae's" 
contention  that  she  was  the  fastest  ship 
In  toa  World. 

In  her  deaign  the  "Cutty  Sark"  is  one 
of  the  most  Intarestlng  ships  now  afloat 
for  In  her  model  the  past  Is  linked  up 
with  the  present  the  day^  of  the  Na- 
poleonic wars  with  the  days  of  wireless 
and  the  flying  machine. 

Just  tta  the  Baltimore  clippers  owed 
their  model  to  the  clever  draughtaman- 
abip  of  some  dead  and  gone  French 
naval  architect,  whose  work,  se«m  In  the 
beautiful  lines  of  some  old  Republican 
privateer,  was  thus  perpetuated  by  the 
knowtag  Americana,  ao  on  the  opposlto 
sida  of  tha  world  ta  Bombay'  Harbor, 
the  hulk  of  a  French  frigate,  renowned 
in  her  time  for -apeed,  gave  her  form 
to  one  of  the  ftatest  clippers  the  world 
haa  ever  eeen,  and  added  a  further  tea- 
tlmontal  to  the  skill  of  the  old  French 
dealgners.  Indeed,  one  may  safely  af- 
Arm  witjhout  fear  of  contradiction  ttat 
in  toe  gradMal  evoBition  of  design  and 
improvement  in  build,  tha  sailing  ebta 
owes  aa  much.  If  not  more,  to  the 
French  draughtsman's  eteverness  as  ta 
that  of  slther  the  British  or  American. 

"Cutty  8ark"<  had  rather  an  unlucky 
start  to  ker  long  aAd  victorious  career. 
Maaars.  Scott  A  Uaton.  Who  received 
tta  contract  to  build  her.  failed  before 
she  was  completad,  and'  ahe  waa  fln- 
ished  off  by  Denny  Bros.  This,  natur- 
ally, ooeasloned  aoma  deUy,  with  tta 
raault  that  in  the  hurry  to  get  her 
ready  in  time  to  reach  China  for  tta 
flrat  scason'a  teaa  aoma  of  the  work  waa 
rathar  aeamped,  and  a  good  deal  of  har 
Iran  work  aloft,  such  as  the  trusses  and 
altogs  of  the  yards,  gave  way  on  her 
irat  voyage  and  had  to  be  renewed. 
Aad  this  hurried  completion  may  have 
had  aomathing  to  do  with  the  loalng  of 
her  rudder  during  her  great  raea  wlto 
Therrhopylaa'ln  1873.

This  young  gentleman  had  been  des- 
tined.

'-Dont  you  believe  It  when  anyone 
tells  yoit  the  Qermans  are  played  out 
or  that  they've  come  to  the  end  of  their. 
fl»htlng  material."  said  a  company 
commander  on  the  same  ship,  who  got 
his  wound— bomb  splinters  In  shoulder 
and  arm— Whilst  fighting  In  another 
wood,  that  of  Trones.  "There's  plenty 
of  flght  left  In  em.  and  they  seem  to 
have  unlimited  men  and  nnUmited 
munitions.  There's  one  thing  I've  no- 
ticed in  which  they  seom  to  fail;  there 
•re  not  many  of  'am  that  can  aUnd  up 
to  actual  knee-to-kneo  and  hand-to- 
hand  flghtlng.  They'll  fight  like  mad 
tigers  so  long  as  they  can  knock  you 
out  before  yon  can  touch  'em.  But  If 
you  can  only  live  through'  Hwlr  flro 
and  get  actually  at  em.  why.  then  It's 
generally  hands  up  and  the  ICanmrade' 
buslaess.

"'It  was  a  glorious  run."  he  said,  "but 
warm,  very  warm."  Two  previous  at-i 
tacks  had  been  made  on  the  wood, 
which  had  achieved  only  temporary 
success,  but  he  was  modest  enough  to 
say  that  for  his  lot  it  was  a  less  diffi- 
cult Job. 

The  bommand  weren't  going  to  have 
any  doubt  about  It  this  Ume.  It  had 
got  to  bo  a  certainty.  Sb  they  gave  the 
wood  a  heavy  shelling  for  alx  or  seven 
hours.  We  got  into  the  wood  without 
much  loss,  and  then  It  was  fairly  eaay 
going,  dodging  through  the  treea.  At 
the  thin  edge  we  crosaed  a  deep,  nar- 
row trench  thinly  occupied  by  Huna. 
•xcept  dead  ones.  There  were  lots  of 
them,  there  and  everywhere.  Those 
left  alive  were  only  anxious  to  sur- 
render. 

A  little  way  further  on  a  man  near 
me  said.  "Go  steady;  there's  a  Boche 
somewhere  in  that  clump'  on  the  right; 
he's  knocked  outer  two  or  three."  I 
saw  him  ahoot  a  man  at  that  minute, 
so  I  Bald,  "Right  oh  111  aettle  him." 
I  crept  a  bit  to  the  flank,  saw  him  ffll-e. 
and  put  a  round  into  him.  There  were 
Boches  hero  and  there,'  scrag-ends  of 
regiments,  hands-upping  for  all  they 
were  worth.  i  got  on  a  bit  further, 
then  I  copped  it  in  the  neck.  This 
laat  was  a  literal  explanation.  He  had 
caught  It  from  shrapnel,  and  his  neck 
was  tied  up  like  a  bolster.  After  this 
■tto  had««topped  to  drees  a  more  badTy- 
wounded  man.  Subsequently  he  Joined 
up  with  his  front  line,  whom  he  found 
"dlgglng-ln"  against  a  threatened  coun- 
ter-attack. 

The  Germans  were  gathering  for  it 
in  the  far  corner  of  the  wood.  Then 
our  curtain  Are  came  down  to  atop 
them.  It  came  down  Just  like  a  wall; 
It  was  beautiful  shooting.  They 
couldn't  get  through  It  .with  our  rifle 
fire  thrown   in. 

The  danger  in  all  this  fighting  has 
boan  by  no  means  exclusively  confined 
to  the  troops  In  front  There  were  a 
considerable  number  of  cases  of  men 
Who  had  been  hit  behind  the  lines. 
Xnoafead  to  a  «ell:r 

A  lance-corporal,  who  had  been  In  an 
attack  near  Frieourt,  deecrlbed  to  me 
the  captured  German  trench  as  he  had 
found  It. 

It  had  been  C-ft.  deep  or  more  to 
start  with,  but  when  we  got  to  it  <-ln. 
deep  would  have  been  nearer  the  mark. 
It  was  knocked '  to  a  jelly — nothing  of 
it  left  We  had  a  rare  Job  making  any- 
thing of  It  to  hold.  Rut  we  dug  away, 
and  after  a  bit  pretended  It  was  a 
trench  again.  We  were  only  Just  in 
time,  as  presently  they  made  a  strong 
countsr-attack.  We  had  got  machine 
guns  up.  and  with  these  and  good  rifle 
ahooting  we  laid  them  out  a  treat — 
kuadreds  of  them.  NoA  of  them  got 
mueh  Inside  of  SOO  yarda. 

Ho  added  that  they  found  what  was 
left  of  the  trench  crammed  with  Ger- 
man rlOes,  bombs  and  ammunition. 

AH  the  wounded  I  spoke  to  were 
absolutely  confldent  of  our  superiority 
to  the  Germans.  "We've  vot  them 
beat  now.  fairly  beat"  was  said  to  m** 
repeatedly.  One  old  soldier,  a  little, 
hard-faced,  grisslod  fellow,  was  aape- 
cially  contemplaotta  of  tho  Boeha.    -

Tha  victory  cama  on  tha  fHatlonal  Day 
of  Franca,  and  by  happy  aceldant  da- 
valopad  not  far  from  tha  point  wh^a 
Britlah  troopa  tduch  French.  It  waa 
aa  ff  our  army  ware  ahakinc  handa  with 
thatra  and  (Iving  sraatinc  on  a  day  of 
raramony  and  offarlns  a  llttla  token.  I 
knew  tha  ttry  apot  Jthat  hiatory  mlsht 
aalaot  for  aymbol  of  the  ceremony.

Acatn.  with  an   unendurable  aanaa  of 

'  expectancy   we  atood  on  a  hill   pearinc 

Into  the  twillsht  of  dawn.     Again  every 

hill  and  valley  waa  amothered'with  In- 

aena4te  nolae. 

What  Uvea  the  flchtera  have  lived 
In  thia  battle  of  alafoa,  but  all  they 
cared  for  waa  ttita:  that  victory  In 
their  aara  aanc  vraclous  meaaagea.  The 
breath  of  It  helped  the  worat  aufTerera 
to  bear  their  pain,  and  many  wounded 
hobbled  home  with  light  hearta.  I  aaw 
a  Borderer  with  a  crippled  arm  eupport 
up  tha  hill  on  hla  aound  arm  a  young 
aoldler  of  the  Kaat  Surreya  whoae  thigh 
had  been  atov.ad  In  by  a  hlgh-exploalve 
ahell.  And  the  two.  keeping  company 
together,  ahowed  aomething  more  than 
a  brave  face.  They  were  cheerful.  They 
jeated. 

A  battle  at  once  no  long  and  ao  big 
th<  Pf^V'T  >«y  n«*v«r  fouslit..lifilQre.  AnjL 
the  effect  !■  cumulative.  All  thoae 
wood  and  village  atrugglea  that  I  have 
watched  and  deacrlbed  aince  July  1 
were  no  more  than  a  creeping  up  to  the 
aecond*  Oerman  IHie;  and  we  all  felt 
that  the  aooner  the  aprlng  came  the 
greater  the  hope  of  succeaa  The  ten- 
aion,  the  expectancy,  mounted  every 
day. 

«lie  BoubA  at  nwmm 

,  Three  daye  ago  I  vlalted  the  dug-out 
of  an  officer  who  waa  to  conduct  a  eec- 
tlon  -  of  the  'attack.  He  had  gone  far- 
ther forward  yet,  right  Into  the  waate 
of  No  Man'A  Ldtnd,  to  look  aa  doae  a« 
mltht  be  at  the  wire  he  waa  to  aprlng 
over.  The  guna  behind  him  were  wire 
cutting  methodically  and  he  waa  thlrat- 
Ing  for  the  spring.  He  made  It  at  S:IO 
thla  morning  with  a  aucceaa  ^th»t  out- 
did hla  dreama.  And  he  waa  a  mem- 
ber of  a  great  company;  ha  "fared  like 
hla  peem.  the  heroea  of  old." 

In  conaiderlng  the  battle  tkla  pre- 
paration muet  not  be  forgotten.  The 
hlgheat  of  aoldlerly  qualitlee  were  ex- 
hibited by  the  men  who  thruat  forward 
our  line  nearer  and  nearer  the  enemy 
In  front  of  'MonUu1>en  and  up  the 
alope  oppoalte  that  aerpentlne  wriggle 
of  treea  which  cllnge,  like  Ivy  In  a 
crack,  to  the  baee  of  the  little  valley. 
Thla  wae  done  quietly  Fhile  we  were 
all  looking  at  more  exciting  thinga — 
at  our  Weaternera  wrestling  with  the 
foul  aplrlta  of  Mamets  Woods  or  our 
Mldlanders,  SUfforda,  and  othera  leap- 
ing with  looal  battle-crlea  Into  the 
trenches  of  the  Quadrangle,  or  of  the 
Yorkahtry  careering  Into  Contalmal- 
■on*  or  the  bombers  from  Lancashire 
forcing  a  north-easterly  pasaage  paaC 
Ovtilers.  * 

The  attack  Itaelf  lay  snug  and  com- 
plete, as  clearly  defined  aa  a  v^ootbtU 
game,  ribbed  and  paled  In  by  ranked 
srowda,  represented  in  thla  case  by  the 
sast  ana  west  boundaries  of  Tronea 
ind  Mamaeta  Woods. 

The  capture  of  Trones  and  harden- 
ing of  this  (lank  was  perhapa  the  moat 
lallant  and  crucial  event  of  the  flght- 
Ing.  Ihatead  pf  being  compacted  of 
protective  cover,  as  you  might  thinkt 
the  wood  gave  no  cover  and  left  no 
:r«vlce  of  escape,  Tou  could  not  dig 
among  the  roots,  you  could  not  bank  '\'^ 
sarth,  you  could  not  cross  the  larebas 
3f  iriUrttered  treea.  Aiaove  all.  the 
place  gave  admirable  deflnltlon  for 
thell  'tlf«  and  ideal  concealment  for  the 
assassin  And  the  machine  gunner. 
Olotlona  Weal  Semta 
Apart  from  the  flnal  assault  and  the 
Iron  grip  with  which  this  flank  was 
arierwaridi.1  held  f\rm,  military  history^ 
L-ontains  no  event  to  surpaae  the  pre- 
vious stand  of  the  West  Kents.  They 
had  earned  one  triumph  In  forcing 
their,  way  through  to  the  north  of  the 
wood.  '  They  «ar;ied  another  in  ataying 
there  when  retreat  waa  the  obvloua 
and  natural  manoeuvre.  They  reached 
'  the  ecstasy  Of  the  dghtlng  spirit  when 
they  formed. a  Roman  canip  within.  A 
target  for  the  enemy's  guns  and  under 
the  threat  of  British  guns,  they  fought 
for  two  days  and  two  nights  against  a 
,  ring  of'  eil#ralca  conatkntty  reerulted  by 
reltefa  moving  up  the  oorrtdora  that 
enter  the  wood  from  north  and  east. 
But  they  were  there  to  do  or  die.

The  capture  of 
the  cutting  tOf  the  wood  horth-west  and 
the  vt^la,  .  nprth-eaat  of  Contalmaison 
had  ^read/  assured  the  deft  wing. 
Bveririnng  tntm  thla  point  went  ac- 
eordlaif  A»  p9^  A  hurricane  of  artll« 
lery  Ita^^jkniiMded  the  charge,  and  when 
the  etiarfV*^  launched  It  varied  only 
In  <y>«(.  ^l***^  ^**  "^  variation  In 
auecea%,.,to»e  battalions  got  In  with 
next  to  no  leea  for  a  variety  of  rea- 
Mna.  The  tight  had  ft\l  the  natural 
trickery.,  {of,  twilight,  to  which  were 
added  aome  atrange  deception*  of  the 
•thioapk«f«i;  ,abett«d  by  the  duet  and 
•moke  vY  ahella  and  Areworlta.  The 
eleuds  o«r«rayed  and  roae  c*prielonely. 
On  the  fcU) 'where  I  8te«d  lo  aee  the 
•(■Uilery  pMWtama  a  b«il1oo«  behind  ae 
'for  a  moHMMt  like  a  akeleton. 
a  Hue  Af  vertetwae  *nd 
•  almll.     Mam- 


but  tliey  were  never  stopped,  and  Jn  the 
bulk  atid  alongside  the  feat  the  lei 
were  email.  We  had  ao  aoeh 
tie*  aa  were  aaffered  by  the 
Newfoundlandera,  whoae  Blafortime 
haa  been  the  moat  complete,  and  the 
battalion,  of  L.ondonera,  who  came  aee- 
ond  to  them,  in  the  First ^f  July  battle 
between  Oommecourt  and  "the  key  to 
the  Ancre."  That  great  aucecae  waa 
part  faUure.  Thla  narrower  aueceaa 
had  no  qualldcatloiia.  I  even  found  aa 
advanced  dreesing  etatloa  where  there 
wee  an  interval  with  nothing  to  do. 

Xaturally  there  were  different  aorta 
of  aueceaa.  The  wUe  of  the  German 
lines  was  uncut  In  a  good  many  placea, 
and  the -mettle  of  the  troopa  waa  abown 
In  the  supreme  quality  by  the  flrat 
wave  of  the  etormlng  party,  who  went 
to  iheir  pioneer  work  with  aa  steady, 
deliberate,  business-like  purpose  aa  if 
the  machine  bulleta  were'  no  worae 
than  a  Summej  shower.  They  "made 
the  pace"  to  their  own  loaa  and  gave 
the  race,  by  their  willing  aacriike.  to 
the  wavea  that  followed.  It  wai(  their 
part  to  "hand  on  the  torch"  indeed. 

Within  a  quarter  of  an  hour  the  front 
llnea  were  oura.  Partiee  of  Oermana 
were  surrendering  right  and  left  A 
eergeant  shot  one  rifle  bullet  down  a 
dug-out,  and  the  anawer  to  hla  "HI!" 
or  any  |oud  cry  a  score  of  Oermans 
came  painfully  out,  some  falling  back- 
ward for  .want  of  a  hand  to  keep  them 
steady.  They  felt  it  wisest  In  a  tight 
place  to  keep  both  handa  well  tip  tUl 
they  were  properly  ,  enrolled  aa  loyal 
captives.  A  great  mUture  of  regi- 
menta  and  rac<a  thirty  surrendered.  I 
myself  saw  before  the  day  wai^  old 
members  of  six  or  seven  different  regi- 
ments on  their  way  to  the  rear.

i'he  flrat  check  In  the  advance  waa 
the  penalty  paid  for  iu  apeed,  the  de- 
fect of  its  own  virtue  and  valor.  Bit- 
ing their  thumba  with  impatience, 
cursing  tlMlr  beet  friend,  our  Infkntry, 
chafing  Ilka  a  horae  at  the  poet,'  were 
forced  to  paw  the  ground  and  cool 
their  impatience  in  and  about  Ldngue- 
val  village  until  auch  timt  as  it  should 
be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  artillery 
that  the  ahells  were  dropping  clbee  In 
front  of  their  own  men  in-  the  place 
they  wished  to  be. 

Anathema  waa  apoken  agalnat  telo^ 
phoiiea,  flares,  rockets,  aeroplanes  and 
all  the  high  ayatem  of  aignala,  which. 
In  aplte  of  ita  variety,  did  not  aomehow 
permit  the  infantry  to  proceed  properly, 
punctually  and  decoroualy.  I  speak 
from  the  point  of  view  of  Individual 
aoldlers.  But  in  due  time,  after  rather 
more  4han\  a  bad  quarter  of  an  hour, 
the  gtfnners  got  the  news  and  the  pro- 
gramme proceeded.  Boon  we  were  well 
Into  Delv^lle  Wood.  The  place  Is 
rather  a  park,  a  pleasunce,  an  open 
glade,  compared  with  other  wooda  that 
<Wr  men  had  known. 

On  the  left  the  attack  went  qaloher, 
*nd  otir  leading  troope  forced  theh-  .way 
through  the  riilne  of  Basentln-le-Petlt 
and  up  to  Mie  .  neighborhood  of  the 
church,  which  la  on  the  left  and  behlna 
the  considerable  wood,  called  Le  Petit. 
The  Oermana  here  hfld  and  hold  a 
atrong  position  at  right  anglea  to  the 
general  direction  ^of  advance,  more  or 
leea  parallel  to  the  Albert-Bapaume 
road,  which  la  atralght  and  fine  even  for 
a   French   road.     But   our   patrola   were 
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Centra  ot  the  village  of  Mametz  along  the  line  of  the  British  offensive  in  the  Sonme.

Our  wounded,  dribbling  back 
from  the, second  attack,  German  wound» 
ed   and  prhsonere.   Red     Crosa     helpera. 
indeed,    all    who    had    business    in    tliat 
quarter,  felt  the  presence  of  the  crl^fs. 
Close  by  the  enemy  was  jumping  ahells^ 
with   explosive,  intensity.,   one   upon    the; 
other.    Into   Mamets   wOod.       Our   guns,  | 
which   had   been   flred    steadily,  <but,   as 
It    were,      without      rancour,      yigfedenly 


and  the  hitfs  of  the  passing  ehella  was 
like  an  angry  wind.

The  excitement  was^tenae,  but  If  any 
were  nervous  of.  results  thay  had  only 
to  talk  with  the  wounded.  "W'eve  got 
'em  all  right,"  they  aald.  lioHr,  It  a 
man  Who  Is  hit  lightly  dr  in  the  arm 
apeaks  In  that  way  he  may  be  a  mere 
oi^tlmiat,  but  when  a  man  hit  in  the 
body  and  bleeding  at  the  head-  ao  lays 
down  the  law  it  ia  well  to  believe  ^im. 
He  j^peAks  ^  rea,>Qn  «i>d  by  faith,  ^e 
Id  always  right  He  was.  rlfht.  this 
time.  The  attack  was  bloodily  .re- 
pulsed. The  .German  losses,  then  and 
earlier,  were  great  over  even'  chain  of 
the  fighting,  even  In  tho4^  trenches  out 
<t  the  battle  and  westwards  over  to- 
wards Ovillers,  where,  I. hear,  our  men 
were  all  the  while  stutibpmly  and  by 
steadfast  Inches  winning  \  from  the 
e^temy    tangent   and   arc   and    radius    in 


big  irun  to  watch  the  gunners  lift  in  its 
tray,  shovel  In  and  ram  home  Just  one 
more  shell.  Just  one  more  charge,  and 
for  the  res^  of  the  day  I  found  myaelf 
regarding  all  .the  miles  of  material 
anit"of  movement  In  terma  of  the  gun- 
ners  and  their  gun.  The  attack  waa  the 
shell  sent  to  its  target  by  all  this  con- 
crete force  I  saw  and  all  the  force  of 
Intention  tfi^t  \a  invisible,  but  equally 
plain.  A  winning  advance  can  come 
only  op  the  c[^est  of  a  tide  or  in  the 
forefront  of  ,an  innpulse.  mosU^broadly 
and  deeply  baiied.    *  .  ■  ".  r      .

In  its  general  outlines  the  above  map  ot  the  Germaa  trench  fortifications 
along  the  La  Boiscllc-Hardecottrt  front  resembles  greatly  a  similar  German 
syttem  ip  Champagne  c^>tur«d  by  the  rrench  towards  the  end  of  last  year. 
The  French  map  of  these- defences  was  reproducd  in  The  Sphere  p(^  February 
26  last,  and  the  varioius  points  indicated  were  emphasited  at  the  time.  AS 
with  this  first' documciit.  the  above  map  clearly  shows  the  elaborate  network 
of  trenches  immediately  behind  the  fifst  line,  and  the  comparative  simplicity 
of  the  second  line  of  defence,  l/v  the  first  line  fire  trenches,  communicating 
trenches,  mine  craters,  afid  b'arVcd  wire  entanglements  all  combine  to  render 
the  defences  extremely'  tlronf.  .

I  In  addition  to  these  the  villages  and  woods^  are  converted  into  formidable 
redoubts  linlced  kp  to  the  trench  line;  the  general  contour  of  the  country 
is  also  employed  to  lend  strength  to  the  system.  The  second  line,  however, 
seems  curiously  simple  by  comparison  with  the  first.  The  trenches  are 
guarded  by  |>arbed  «-ir£  impediments;  in  places  by  a  double  line  of  these; 
but  apart  from  the  entanglemtnts  there  seems  little  effort  made  to  secure  a 
more  worthy  line  of  defence.  The  second  line  was,  however,  very  firmly  held 
— probably  by  quite  freSh  troops  in  large  numbers.  The  system  Illustrated 
In  the  above  map  finds  Its  highest  expression  in  the  fortified  villages  and 
woods.

It 
la  pointed  out  that  work  of  auch  a 
nature  naturally  nfuat  be  carried  out 
with  tba  utmoat  diapatch  and  any  in- 
terruption to  an  undertaking  which  af- 
fects the  welfare  of  the  Empire  la 
looked  upon  aa  rather  an  imposition 
on  tha  country.  Irreapeotive  of  what 
the  merita  of  the  workmen's  damanda 
might  be  in  timea  of  peace.

Is  understood  here  their  protest  may  be 
backed  by  diplomatic  action  at  Waah- 
Ington. 

In  April  of  laat  year,  replying  to  a 
jtroteat  from  Waahington  over  the  de- 
tention of  the  American  ateamahip 
Seguranee.  the  Foreign  Ofllce  made  the 
following  promiae: 

"While  Hla  Hajeaty'a  Government  do 
not  require  eargoca  to  be  eofiatgned  to 
The  Netherlands  Ovcraaaa  Trust,  they 
do  accept  a  consignment  in  that  form  aa 
proof  that  the  ettrgo  ia  intended  for 
bona  Ada  conaumptton  In  Holland."  Thia 
waa  widely  circulated  ta  tha  United 
States  not  only  In  the  press,  but  In  cir- 
eulara  Issued  by  British  consulates  and 
varioua  ehambera  of  commerce. 

In  tbe  laat  two  mcntha  between  thir- 
ty-ftve  and  forty  eonalgnmeata  ta  The 
Netherlanda  Overaeaa  Truat  have  bean 
held  up,  some  in  bended  warehouaea  In 
Holland,  awaiting  aetloa,  while  othera 
have  actually  bean  placed  in  prise  eaart. 
American  shippers  complala  that  tbe 
Britlah  OoTemiDent  haa  not  adhered  to 
its  pledge  And  it  Is  expaettsd  tbey  will

How  a  Wounded  Officer  and  a 
Boche  Batman  Brought  Each 
Other  to  Camp  Under  Heavy 

.  Fire. 


Brltaln'a  wounded  aoldlera  have  little 
to  offer  ta  the  aeeker  after  tragte  gloom 
or  infernal  b^ror.  They  entered  on 
the  present  afteasive  ta  tha  spirit  of 
good  sportsmen.  From  their  potat  af 
View  the  Push  is  a  "Oreat  do,"  "As 
good  a  shew  as  ever  I  saw,"  "Soma 
shindy.  I  can  tall  you,"  "Hot  stuff,"  «r 
"A  little  bit  of  all-right." 

Take  the  ease  of  a 'second  lleutenaat 
ta  a  Torkshtre  battalion,  who  before  the 
war  gave  hla  daya  to  ollca  work  and 
hla  leiaure  to  outdoor  aports  and  amuse- 
menU.  Ha  landed  at  Southampton  as 
a  stretcher  caae,  by  roaaon  of  the  ahrap- 
nel  wound  in  hla  right  thigh.  This  to 
how  he  aees  hla  own  pttrtleular  bit  of 
It: 

"There's  %k>  doubt  It's  a  great  ahew. 
Thare'a  bouhd  to  be  upa  and  dewna,  of 
course,  aiM  in  aome  of  the  Boche  regl- 
menta  thera'a  a  good  deal  of  anap  left 
But,  on  tha  whole.  I  think  we've  got 
'em  now;  I  don't  faney  they'll  ever  get 
the  upper  hand  again.  I  don't  want 
to  brag  about  our  ehapa.  but  thay  are 
Immeaaurably  auparlor  ta  any  aauar- 
krauter.  They're  real  aportamen.  Tou 
can't  make  them  throw  their  hands  up 
and  cry  'Marey!' — taey  really  don't 
know  how  it's  done.  In  a  general  way 
thay  don't  wlah  tlia  Boches  any  particu- 
lar harm,  but  when  their  bleed's  warm- 
ed up,  if  they  eaa  get  ta  grlpa  there's 
no  Bochs  sver  bom  csn  hold  them  up. 

"It  waa  aa  we  climbed  out  over  their 
paradea,  mafctag  for  their  aaeond  Itaa 
that  I  got  my  leg  punctured.  But  It ' 
didn't  hurt  a  bit,  and  I  went  right  on. 
Our  chapa  ware  In  whooping  fine  form. 
And  than,  only  a  few  yards  farthejt,' 
eaine  that  confounded  ahrap  tha<  nsaaa- 
ed  up  my  thigh,  killed  my  second  aer- 
geant,  and  wounded  two  er  three  mors. 
My  platoon  sergeant  wanted  to  atay 
with  me,  but  of  coarse  I  wanlda't  have 
that.  WAat  he  really. .  wanted  was  ta 
gat  en.  'Too  get  on.  and  give  'em 
haUI'  I  told  Ma;  and  on  ha  went  with 
the  ptatoon. 

'1  waa  In  a  bH  af  a  small  ahell  bole. 
However,  after  a  Mt.  I  found  I  eonld 
get  along  tbe  gTonnd  alowly  without 
very  much  pain,  and  I  wriggled  back  ta 
that  Baeba  front  Itee  and  croaaed  it 
late  a  ahaltaw  aap  that  had  been  pretty 
well  pulverised  by  our  heavlea.  I  waa 
reating  there  when.  If  you'll  beltove  me. 
I  aaw  a  Boche  ofllcer  eUaaUng  cautleua- 
ly  up  out  of. a  big  dug-out  we'd  put 
alx  bombs  in.'  He  waa  a  captain.  He 
had  a  bomb  In  one  hand  aad  a  rifle  and 
bayonet  ta  the  ether,  aad  he  waa  peero 
ing  flrat  one  way  and  thaa  the  other. 
like  a  burglar.  "Oil,  you  beautyr  I 
thought.  And  lust  then  be  wiugalad 
down  agatast  a  gap  to  tha  parados 
<baek  wall  ef  a  treach)  aear  the  dng- 
aut  aad  beMai  bta  rl8a  oeiafertably 
for  flrtag  at  ear  ehapa  ta  hla 
Itaa.

1.  Every  man  of  the  active  militia  of 
Canada  and  every  soldier  of  tho  Cana- 
dian Overseas  Expeditionary  For^o, 
who,  without  tho  leave  of  his  command' 
inK  officer,  absents  himself  from  hia 
unit  is  fju'.lty  of  rn  offence  under  the 
CrlmliMil  Code,  Hnd  on  summary  convic- 
tion thereof  under  the  provtslonx  of 
part  15  of  that  cods  Is  liable  to  impri- 
eonment,  with  or  without  hard  ;nbor,  for 
u  tcimnot  excec'llng  two  >oar8. 

2.  NotwIthstMniJinp  anything  that  ap- 
pears in  the  sai'l  Code,  any  Justice  or 
JusticcH  thall  It  competent  to  bear,  irv 
and  determine  evciv  coniplulnt  an.l  in- 
formation respecting  the  ofTence  of  ab- 
sence without  leave,  although  such  of- 
fence may  have  been  committed  outslile 
the  territorial  division  In  which  sucn 
Justice  or  Justices  usually  have  Jurisdic- 
tion. 

3.  The  production  of  a  service  roll  or 
attestation  paper  purporting  to  be 
signed  by  the  accused  and  purporting  to 
be  an  engagement  by  him  to  serve  In 
the  corps  or  unit  from  which  he  Is 
chnrged  with  being  absent  shall  be  suf- 
ficient proof  that  tho  accused  was  duly 
eiilisied  Into  such  corps  or  unit;  and  a 
written  statement  purporting  to  be 
signed  by  the  officer  commanding  or  the 
officer  administering  a  military  district 
In  Canada  and  sutlng  that  the  accusetl 
Is  an  absentee  from  his  corps  or  unit 
shall  be  prima  facie  proof  that  the  ac- 
cused Is  an  absentee  without  leave 
from  such  corps  or  unit,  and  shall  be 
sufficient  to  cast  upon  the  accused  the 
onus  of  proving  that  his  absence  from 
tho  corps  or  unit  was  not  Illegal. 

4.  Nothing  herein  shall  In  any  way 
limit  or  affect  the  power  of  the  military 
authorities  to  proceed  agaln.<ft  and  pun- 
ish an  absentee  without  leave  according 
to  thp  rules  of  mlllUry  law;  but  an  ac- 
cused person  shall  not  be  liable  to  be 
tried  both  by  a  military  tribunal  and 
by  a  civil  court,  but  may  be  tried  by 
either  of  them  as  may    l>o  prescribed. 

6.  The  military  pay  and  allowances  of 
every  one  who  has  been  convicted  of 
absence  without  leave  from  bis  corps  or 
from  the  unit  to  which  he  belongs  shall 
be  held  liable  to  be  stopped  to  make 
go«-a  .^ny  loss  or  damage  or  destruction 
done  or  permlttMl  by  him  to  any  arms, 
ammunition,  equipment,  clothing.  In- 
struments or  reglmenui  necessaries,  the 
value  of  wfhicb  the  Mlnlater  of  Mllltia 
and  Defence  has  directed  him  to  pay. 

0.  This  order  shall  apply  to  and  In- 
clude all  offences  of  absence  committed 
after  the  Oth  day  of  August.
